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Contact program * Voice to 
the outside world" for deaf

Volunteer Sandy McLeod is 

"tallcing" to a deaf woman over 
the phone. The woman needs in- 
formation about her husband's 
outpatient surgery, so McLeod 
calls the hospital, gets the 
necessary information and passes 
It ion to the woman. 

The system, called TTY, is 
sponsored by Contact Tidewater, 
a 24-hour crisis hotline service 
started in 1974. Betty Collins, a 
iiiieriiber of Contact since t975; 
said it is the only service of its 
kind for the deaf in Virginia 
Beach. 

A special telephone is hooked 
up to a computer terminal at the 
Contact office. The deaf client 
also has a computer terminal to 
type questions and replies. The 
volunteer calls out on another 
phone to get the information the 
client needs, then types a reply on 
the computer terminal. 

It took McLeod about 15 
minutes to get the information 
the woman wanted. She said it 
usually takes only a few minutes. 

David Freeman, publicity 



chairman for Contact, said the 
system serves about 80 people. 
Collins said the system is a way to 
bring deaf people "out of their 
isolation from the hearing world. 
It's their voice to the outside

world." 

Most calls on the TTY line in- 
volve calling in sick to work, con- 
tacting doctors or dentist for ap- 
pointments, and other day-to-day 
matters. 

McLeod said she feels like she 
has accomplished somethingafter 
working on the TTY Une. "It's 
my kind of volunteer work," she 
said. 

McLeod or one of the other 85 
Contact volunteers also handles 
calls coming in on the crisis 
hotlilne. Freeman and Collins 
said calls can range from 



someone just needing to talk, to 
teenagers in trouble, to potential 
suicides and other crisis 
situations. The majority of 
callers are between 35 and 55 
years old. 

The line also acts as an infor- 
mation and referral servic*. 
Collins said Contact is often the 
firat'fle^iii gelto^«©me©Be with 
a problem to seek help. In fact, 
she said some local psychoIgCHsts 
and psychiatrists refer their 
patients to the hotline between 
sessions or during vacations. 

Basically, though, Collins said 
volunteers try to talk problems 
through with callers and to listen. 

Every volunteer has to to 
through a 50-hour training 
session before they can work on 
the lines. Doctors, psycholopsts 
and other professionals help train 
volunteers. When they are 
fmished with the session, Collins 
said "They are truly lay coun- 
selors." 

Freeman said Contact will be 

holding training sessions starting 

Sept. 8 on Monday from 7:15 to 

10:15 p.m. at Galilee Espicopal

A few days later, the service 
road on the south side of the 
boulevard will follow suit, 
becoming one way, eastlround, 
according to the Virpnia DejHUt- 
mcnt of Highways and Tran- 
sportation. 

The new traffic patterns are 



necessary as result of a $1.8 
million project to improve street 
intersections and traffic signals 
on Virginia Beach Boulevard 
between Broad Creek and 
Newtown Road.

would have satisfied both proppnents and op- 
ponents of growth in the south. 

As much as the council might like it to be, the 
issue of downzoning is probably not dead yet.

Loss of pension problem for elderly

Jack and Barbara were loyal 
company employees who spent 
their careers toiling for The Good 
Company, in good times and 
bad. When they retired, they 
counted on The Good Com- 
pany's promise to continue 
providing for their health in- 
surance protection. But one day 
without warning. Jack and Bar- 
bara received a notice from The 
Good Company that their health 
insurance was being terminated. 

This situation describes the 
real-life uncertainty many com- 
pany retirees in the United States 
face each day. And, it's a 
problem that appears to be wor- 
sening. At this point, we have no 
long-term solution to the lack of 
protection for retiree health 
benefits. 

A few days ago, the Senate 
Special Committee on Aging, of 
which I am a member, held a 
hearing to examine this issue. It 
was an eye-opener for me. 

Today, seven million retired 
Americans count on health in- 
surance from a former employer 
as their only coverage prior to age 
6S, or as a supplement to 



Medicare after 65. But a growing 
number of retirees are finding 
that such benefits can be a fair 
weather promise. In the past five 
years, company bankruptcies 
have increased over 200 percent, 
and once in backruptcy, the 
potential for re(irees being sud- 
denly cut off" from health 
coverage is great. 

With escalating health care 
cost, higher ratios of retirees to 
workers in older industries, and 
pressures to reduce labor costs, 
some companies have started cut- 
ting costs by cutting the retiree 
health benefits they how provide. 

When an employer closes a 
plant, declares bankruptcy, or 
simply amends the plan, retirees 
suddenly may find themselves 
without health insurance. 
Especially vulnerable are those 
retirees who were forced or 
willingly took early retirement 
before becoming eligible for 
Medicare. They soon discover 
that buying private health 
coverage is prohibitively expen- 
sive, if it is even available. 

Unlike federal laws protecting 
pensions, there are no such 
guarantees concerning retiree 
health benefits. In the absence of 



statutory pioiccnoii, un, v-ouiis 
have found that retirees have a 
right to benefits only if the em- 
ployer explicitly or implicitly 
promises lifetime benefits to 
them. If employers clearly and 
unambiguously reserve the right 
to cancel health insurance, 
retirees are not protected. 

What became clear to me at 
this hearing is that additional 
protections are needed to assure 
the continued delivery of retiree 
health care benefits. But in doing 
this, we must not do anything 
that will encourage employers 
now voluntarily providing 
coverage to terminate their plans. 

The Aging Committee is con- 
sidering a number of recommen- 
dations to better protect com- 
pany retirees, including a 
requirement that employers give 
retiring workers the opportunity 
to continue in group health 
coverage by paying a premium 
equal to the group rate plus ad- 
ministrative costs. 

Retirees shouldn't have to 
worry about losing their health 
protection at a time when they 
may need it the njost. I'm going 
to be working closely with the 
Aging Committee to find a 
solution to this serious problem. 



Navy homeporting will hurt Hampton Roads

During my 10 years in 
Congress, I have been a partisan 
of the Navy. I have supported 
and shaped the effort to build up 
our naval forces and my com- 
mitment to sea power as an in- 
dispensable element in our 
national strategy is absolute. 

However, the Navy's plan to 
disperse surface ships among a 
number of new ports adds little to 
our military capability and will 
cost our taxpayers billions and 
billions of dollars. 

Sending ships to eight new 
home ports will inevitably mean 
there vvill be fewer shifK in Hamp- 
ton Roads. A diminished naval 
presence in Virginia will mean 
fewer jobs and fewer economic 
opportunities for our citizens. 

The Navy has yet to demon- 
strate that his new plan will in- 
crease ship survivability. Indeed, 
it could actually make our ships 
more vulnerable. 

Soviet and Eastern bloc vessels 



are banned from the port of Hamp- 
ton Roads because they represent 
a very real danger to our naval 
forces. But the new proposed 
homeports would be situated in 
unrestricted, open commercial 
port areas which will make our 
naval ships far more susceptible 
to surveillance, terrorist attack 
and mining. 

Those in favor of the plan also 
argue that by increasing the 
number of homeports we will add 
to our ship repair capability and 
our industrial base. That 
argument defies logic. 

Existing homeports and 
shipyards have more than 
adequate ship repair capacity to 
meet the Navy's demands. In 
Virginia, additional ship repair 
and overhaul work can easily and 
efficiently be accommodated. 
There is no reason to look to new 
homeport areas when existing 
yards can meet the Navy's 
requirements and need work. Our 
industrial base will be maintained 
by building more ships, not by 



spreading an inadequate amount 
of work to additional shipyards. 

Drought Assistance 

The drought has devastated 
our farm community. We must 
do all we can to help our hard- 
pressed farmers. 

Agriculture Scretary Richard 
Lyng has announced that more 
than $1 billion worth of crops- 
including peanuts and tobacco- 
are covered under the USDA's 
crop insurance program. 

In addition, USDA will un- 
derwrite the cost of purchasing 
feed grains, and an across-the- 
board 10 percent increase in 1986 
advance deficiency payments has 
been ordered. 

Family farmers in designated 
disaster areas are immediately 
eligible to buy feed grains owned 
by the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration at 75 percent of the loan 
rate. Farmers who cannot obtain 
credit are eligible for low interest 
loans from the Farmers Home 
Administration.

,_,Ilm„,-week teachers are 
discussing class rules and 
discipline with their new students. 
The VBEA has. put together a 
list of 10 discipline tips for parents, 
learned from parents. We want 
this to be your child's best year in 
school. 

•Talk with your children. Ask 
why negative behavior is oc- 
curring. Maybe the child has had 
a bad day, and the misbehavior is 
a way of asserting himself or her- 
self. Talking out the problem 
may help. Explain the con- 
sequences of misbehavior, and 
then follow through if the choice 



is still to disobey. 
•Assess your alitiuJc. Think 
carefully about your feelings 
toward discipline and uciiaviui, 
and keep your temper. Your 
children need you to react in a 
reasonable manner. 

Do you have clear, reasonable 
rules? Do you enforce them as 
soon as ypu find they have been 
broken? Are there specific times 
for curfews, TV cutoff, 
homework, bedtime? 

•Encourage proper respect. 
Explain why it is important to 
respect persons in authority. 
Point out that there are some 
things that can't be changed. And 
there are rules that must be 
obeyed. 

•Be firm with your children. 
Set limits that your children 
aren't yet ready to set for them- 
.jet>&^-,jatiieuL.-4ttempting to 
always impose your will. Find 
areas in which you know they can 
decide for themselves. Let 
children see how their misbehavior 
affects other. jjeopje, Help them 
understand that it is harmful to 
them, as well as everyone else, to 
have constant arguments, fights 
and worry. 

•Let children care for them- 
selves. Help your children under- 
stand how important it is to take 
care of themselves and to be 
cautious. They can plan to avoid 
trouble by steering clear of fights, 
by not carrying money and other 



valuables with them to school, 
and by not ioini".;: irwhen other 
students disrupt class. If one ot 
your children gets into trouble in 
school, make sure you have all 
the facts. 

•Get help for chronic 
misbehavior. Many children 
misbehave when they are trying 
to act like adults too soon. They 
feel they can make decisions for 
themselves when they really 
aren't ready. Some are influenced 
by questionable companions or 
use drugs and alcohol to attempt 
to be "grown-up." 

If you see one of your children 
slipping into behaviors that you 
can't correct by yourself, outside 
help may be thejiext step. 

•Observe the school environ- 
ment. Find out what is going on 
at school. Maybe your children 
aren't getUng^iibi&'-best possible 
education because of violence, 
vandalism, and classroom disrup- 
tions. One child might have a 
learning problem that you can 
help to corred: at home , or. which - 
needs professional help, talk 
jvith your children's teachers as 
often as possbible. 

•Set rules. Set rules that you 
think are important and be firm 
in seeing that they are followed. 
Children need to know what :s 
expected of them and how you 
will react to their behavior. Don't 
make rules you have no intention 
of enforcing, and don't allow 



yourself to be drawn into a power 
struggle over who is in charge. 

Make sure that punishment is 
swift, reasonable, related to the 
offense, and absolutely certain to 
occur. It doesn't have to be 
severe. 

•Set an example. Remember 
that children are great imitators. 
Set a good example. 

Tell your children why you 
think they should not steal, 
cheat, or be cruel to others. Be 
honest because hypocrisy shows. 

•Have fun. Young people need 
to interact with adults. A regular 
family time with games and 
projects cart help establish har- 
mony better than just about 
anything else. Read together. En- 
courage children to ask questions 
and discuss their points of view. 
When parents and children have 
fun together, fewer -diseJpKne 
problems arise.

Teachers become lob byists 



Education decisions affected by politics

This is the last story in a series 
of articles about the Virginia 
Beach Education Association. 

Quality education and politics 
may not seem to be related, but 
Rolland Doerfer, UniServ direc- 
tor and a regional lobbyist for the 
Virginia Beach Education 
Association, said the two concepts 
are intertwined. 

"There aren't any educational 
decisions made which* aren't 
poMtlcalin n«ure," he said. 

Doerfer said this is because 
most educational decisions in- 
volve spending large amounts of 
money. 

He said every year 50 to 60 
teachers all over Virginia take a 
one-day leave each month and 
lobby in Richmond. In Virgnia 
Beach, 21 lobbyists visit Rich- 
mond on Tuesdays when the 
General Assembly meets. 



Doerfer said he gets mosrt ot his 
lobbyists through word-of- 
mouth. He hears about someone 
who might be interested in being 
on, then contacts the teacher. 

Lobbyists trained 

In late November and early 
December, he said the association 
provides a training session for 
new lobbyists. About the same 
time, the chief lobbyist in Rich- 
mond, Dick Pulley, gives lob- 
byists a briefing on legislative 
issues, who the legislators in 
Virginia Beach are and where 
they stand on the issues. 

Doerfer said the teachers are 
divided up into teams of seven 
with one team for each local 
legislator, and told to contact the 
legislator before the General 
Assembly meets in January. 

He said the teacher lobbyists 
are usually more effective than a 
paid lobbyist like himself. 

"I've seen issues completely 



turn around because of the efforts 
of teacher lobbyists," he said. 

An issue that comes up every 
year concerns teacher salaries. 
The Virginia Education 
Association would like to see the 
state designate a certain amount 
in the budget for teacher salaries, 
according to Doerfer, but the 
state usually leaves it up to local 
districts. 

However, last year, the state 
did offer an incentive program 
giving money to school districts 
which matched funds offered by 
the state. 

Doerfer said another issue that ' 
comes up every year is "the right 
of school employees to com- 
municate with employers." 

The state only requires that 
school districts and teachers 
communicate, but it does not say 
communication should be two- 
way communication. 

Often, teachers lobby at the 
state level because they can't get 
results in local districts, accord- 



ing to Doerfer. He said, 
however, that administrators in 
Virginia Beach are willing to have 
dialogue with teachers about 
their concerns. 

The teacher lobbyists are also 
trying to hold on to retirement 
benefits offered by the state, he 

said. Doerfer said the National 
Education Association hopes that 
in time, teachers will be allowed 
to retire earlier to avoid job bum- 
out. TheNEA also wants 
tek'fticrs to 8c aMe' tot Ac breaks 
in their careers without losing 
retirement benefits. 

Doerfer said although some 
feel teachers have no place in 
politics, "we feel they do." 



Safety patrols make back to 
school safer according to the 
Tidewater Automobile 
Association. 

"Young children travel to 
school on foot, by bus or by car, 
and are all exposed to potential 
traffic hazards," says E.W. 
Timmons, Director of Public Af- 
fairs for the association. 
"Members of school safety 
patrols across the nation have 
^thus become living, breathing 
' symbols of student protection." 

Timmons said the beginning of 
school is a vulnerable time for 
youngsters. "New schools, new 
classes, new teachers, new friends 
and shopping trips for school 



supplies and clothes are all a part 
of the glorious hubbub known as 
back to school," he said. 

In the midst of this excitement 
children may forget safe walking 
or riding behavior. Timmons 
suggests that parents familiarize 
beginning students with the traf- 
fic helpers who can assist them 
with a safe school journey. 
School safety patrols, crossing 
guards, the school bus drivers 
and police officers are all a part 
of this school crossing protection 
system. 

Timmons also reminds older 
youngsters of the need for 
cooperating with and obeying the 
directives of patrol members.

Hogs have no place on Back Bay

The Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge will be oi^nmg 
its gates to a select group of hun- 
ters for the first time in an effort 
to control an exploding deer 
population and eliminate a 
problem with farrow pigs. 

Hunting will begin the last 
week of September and continue 
for 12 days. 

Jaren Brandwein, assistant 
refuge manager, estimates there 
are about 300 deer in the park. 
He said the refuge can maintain a 
healthy population of about 150 
deer. 

Parasite counts on the deer are 
at 2,000 per deer. Brandwein said 



the refuge even had one deer with 
a count of 4,400, a record in the 
state. Acceptable levels for 
parasites are 1 ,500 per deer. 

Brandwein said he would like 
to see the hogs eliminated entirely 
from the refuge. He said they are 
not a natural species, but 
domesticated hogs that were left 
to run wild. "They have no place 
on the refuge," Brandwin said. 

The hogs root up marshes and 
rat com used to lure ducks and 
geese iato traps tlie refuge uses to 
tag waterfowl. The hogs also 
destroy the traps. 

According to the Augu« issue 
of Virginia Wildlife magazine, 
the hogs also eat the acorn crop. 

The magazine stated there are 
about 400 to 500 hoes in Back 



Bay and False Cape State Park. 
Brandwin said the hunt will be 
very carefully monitored by the 
refuge. So far, about 2,000 ap- 
plications for the hunt have been 
sent out all over the country to 
fill 576 slots for the hunting 
season. 

Applications will be put into a 
computer lottery on Monday, 
Sept. 22, according to Brand- 
wein. Hunters chosen through 
the lottery will be given a permit 
to hunt in one of seven zones of 
the refuge, he said. 

He said hunters cannot drive 
their own vehicles into the refuge 
and will be required to have a 
Virginia hunting license. 
The final date to submit hunter 
applications is Monday, Sept. 8.

Welcome to September, and 
hopefully some relief from the 
market heat of July and August. 
The picnic menus for summer 
were awesome on Wall Street. 
,-JUl July we survived on "tea 
and toast" as the market fell 



from all-time highs at the 1900 
level to the 1735 area. Then in 
August, they rolled out the fried 
chicken and cold beer as the 
market rallied back 165 points. 
For September: think brownies. 

Our trusty "Stock Traders 
Almanac" now advises us to watch 
what happens to stock prices 
during the short four-day week 
following Labor Day. If there is a 
net gain this week, the odds favor 
the market to be higher 30 days 
later. {j 

Conversely, if there is a market 
decline, chances are that market 
prices will be lower 30 days later. 
Historically, this strategy would 
have worked to one's benefit in 
20 of the last 25 years. 

At the present time, however, 
investors continue to weigh the 
effects of declining rates against 
the reason rates are declining, the 
primary reason a Fed cure for the 
soft economic environment. 

While Wall Street viewed last 



week's 1 . 1 percent rise in the July 
Index of Leading Economic In- 
dicators as an aberration, they 
saw the whopping $16 billion 
July deficit in the Balance of 
Trade report as a much more 
serious matter. The U.S. 
economy continues to be bur- 
dened with the heavy flow of im- 
ports and the absence of any 
aggressive export activity. 

This is somewhat evidenced by 
some drastic financing incentives 
by the auto industry in order to 
move an enormous overhanging 
inventory. 

Another economic negative of 
Fed concern was the slide in July 
sales of single family homes. 

This week we get the numbers 
on employment, factory orders, 
construction spending and 
domestic car sales. Afte four cuts 
in interest rates by the Fed in the 
last nine months, the Street is still 
anxiously awaiting improvements

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Safety key when buying a new car 



As new car prices climb, the 
decision to purchase a new car 
grows in importance for Virginia 
Beach consumers. 

But price, style and color 
shouldn't be the only con- 
siderations, advises James 
HoUeran, vice president of claims 
for Government Employees In- 
surance Company (GEICO). 

"A wise consumer considers 
safety factors, too," HoUeran 
said. "Auto size, type of bum- 
pers, occupant restraints and ac- 
cessibility should be major fac- 
tors in the new car buyer's 
decision-making process." 

HoUeran offers the following 
safety information to help con- 
sumers make a well-informed 
choice. 

Generally speaking, the larger 
the car, the safer it is. On the 
average, larger cars have better 
crash-loss experience than small 
cars, and policyholders with 
Iwger-cars file fewer personal in- 
jury insurance claims. 

Most insurance companies 
base the price of collision in- 
surance coverage on the 
damageabilitytjf-acar. Itpays to 
comparison shop with your in- 



surer on both the car's 
damageability and insurance 
costs. 

The choice of bumpers could 
make a difference in how well the 
car holds up in a crash. Until 
1982, all cars were required to 
have bumpers which could with- 
stand a five mile-per-hour crash 
without damage to the bumper or 
car body. 

In 1982, that standard was 
lowered to 2.5 m.p.h. Many 
newer cars come with the 2.5 
m.p.h. bumper, but the stronger 
bumper is still available on a num- 
ber of models. Five m.p.h. bum- 
pers are rated as strong five m.p.h. 
and weak five m.p.h. Be sure to 
ask your dealer about the bumper 
rating on any car you are con- 
sidering.

another consideration. 

When test driving a car, see 
how weU it "fits". Is the gear- 
shift within easy reach? Can the 
foot pedals be comfortably 
reached? Can the heating, air 
conditioning and radio controls 
be easily adjusted? Look around. 
Can aU points of the road be seen 
while driving? Anything that 
reduces visibility or takes atten- 
tion from the road can cause an 
accident. 

Families with children may 
want to consider electronically 
controlled door locks. If 
passengers regularly include 
children or the elderly, check the 
ease with which they can get into 
and out of the car. Not all ac- 
cidents occur in moving cars. 

"Safety in a new car begms 
with these facts," HoUeran said, 
"and continues with thVee simple 
guidelines: wear a seat celt every 
time you get into the car, don't 
drink and drive and Tonow the 
rules of the road. If you're safety 
conscious both before and after 
you purchase your car, you'll 
make the roadways safer for 
yourself, your family and your 
neighbors."

City Council Reporter 
Virginia Beach may soon start 
a program to bring city water to 
17 neighborhoods which are now 
served by wells. 

The communities are among 
the 51 in the city where residents 
have petitioned for water service, 
including areas in Great Neck and 
Little Neck, which have had 
problems with wells during the 
drought. 
Clarence Warnstaff, Public 



Utilities director, recommended 
using $6.6 million available in the 
water and sewer funds for the 17 
projects which will serve 1,638 
lots. 

They are included among the 
51 communities containing 4,422 
lots. The total cost for all the 
projects is estimated at 
$20,129,000. Warnstaff told 
Council Monday afternoon at a 
work session that he would return 
at a later date with a plan for the 
other communities. 



Council will consider the 
proposal for the 17 neigh- 
borhoods next Monday. 

The communities, which are 
being considered for water ser- 
vice, must have obtained 
signatures of 51 percent of the 
property owners on petitions to 
the city. 

The lists were compiled bet- 
ween Feb. 10 and June 30. Prior 
to Feb. 10, the city required that 
75 percent of the residents sign 
petitions requestina water. 



Although 55 neighborhoods ob- 
tained the 51 percent by June 20, 
four already were included in the 
Capital Improvement Program. 

Signing by June 30 qualified 
the residents for the lower tap 
and meter fees instead of the 
newly-established water resource 
recovery fee. 

The projects selected to' start 
the program were among the 
most urgent and the most 
economically feasible. Public

City dispatcher's job lifeline for Virginia Beach

Walk into the City's Com- 
miuiications Division, and it's 
like walking into another world. 
^Muted lighting and soothing wall 
murals are in direct contrast to 
the no-nonsense actions of the 
dispatchers, and the often panic- 
stricken voices they must 
respond to. 

A day in the life of a dispat- 
cher is also a study in contrasts, 
ranging from receiving and sort- 
ing out a variety of calls, to 
relaying the proper information 
to police, fire and rescue services. 

"It's a constant challenge," 
says Jeanette Millirons, a com- 
munications officer who has been 
a dispatcher for the city for over 
12 years. "I'm not a nine-to-five 
poson. I never have been, so once 
I got into this, I was hooked." 

Each dispatcher is on duty for 
one of three eight-hour shifts 
each day, then rotates shifts every 
28 days. 

In addition, dispatchers rotate 
to different duty stations within 
the communications room each 
day, to continually ensure exper- 
tise in dealing with the tremen- 
dous exchange of information 
and action required by a city the 
size of Virginia Beach. 

To become proficient, a begin- 
ning dispatcher starts out as a 
communications officer I, then 
goes through on-the-job training 
for 18 months to a year. The 
dispatcher then becomes a com- 
munications officer II, meaning 
the officer has the ability to han- 
dle any post in the room alone. 

After a few years in this 
position, the dispatcher can 
progress to communications of- 
ficer III, serving as a trainer for

anything," she said. "People 
also make crank calls to us, and 
this can be a real pribljlem if an 
emergency calPis trying to come 
in."

new dispatchers, and may serve 
as acting supervisor. 

Although the dispatchers are 
part of the Police Department 
and wear uniforms, they are non- 
sworn employees, a different 
category from regular police of- 
ficers, Melinda Bramley, com- 
munications supervisor, said. 

According to Millirons, the 
whole communications field has 
seen tremendous changes since 
she first came on the scene. 

"It's all completely com- 
puterized now," she said, "which 
makes things faster and better." 

The division handled 771,605 
calls in 1985, of which 206.278 
were requests for some type of 
help. 

When a call comes in, the an- 
swering dispatcher's first goal is 
to take control of the conver- 



sation and determine what is 
needed, whether fire, police or 

rescue, said Diane Caffee, a 
communications officer II who 
has worked for the city for over 
five years. 

"We get a lot of calls just 
seeking information, and we 
handle most anything city-related 
after five o'clock rolls around," 
Coffie said. We have to be up on 
the laws and city procedures, but 
we don't give legal advice. A 
typical call may be about 
domestic violence, or from a 
child just playing on the phone." 

"We get calls about everything 
from a cat being stuck in a tree, 
to someone having their water 
turned off, to serious accidents," 
Donna Maida said, a com- 
munications officer II who has 
been a dispatcher for three years. 



Once the dispatcher has deter- 
mined what is needed in an 
emergency call,' the preliminary 
information is relayed to dispat- 
chers manning the radio, and 
they contact firefighters, rescue 
personnel, or police officers out 
in the field. 

"We have people out on the 
road responding before all the in- 
formation is even in," Milliron 
said. 

The dispatchers stationed at 
the radio also handle the variety 
of communications from the fire, 
rescue and police vehicles, and 
must make rapid decisions-based 
on computer data-about what to 
send where according to location 
and availability. 

Even though the dispatchers 
are not at the accident or crime 
scene, they remain a vital part of 
it throughout the emergency, and 
often afterwards. 

"If there's an especially in- 
teresting case, we like to ask the 
fire, police or rescue officers 
what happened when they 
arrived, and how it ended up," 
Milliron said. "It's always in- 
teresting," Maida said. "And 
although you don't have stacks 
of paperwork left at the end of 
the day, sometimes you take the 
day home with you. If children 
are ever involved, even though 
you've never seen them, it really 
gets you."

Reader opposes Virginia lottery 



Billy "Lottery" O'Brien is 
back to his old tricks again. He is 
resubmitting his "Lottery 
Legislation" to the General 
Assembly in Richmond again. 

In my opinion, "Lottery 
Bill's" proposal doesn't benefit 
the state enough to set off the 
collateral damage that lotteries 
cause. 

Look at the "quick fix" Atlan- 
tic City got when it legalized 
casinos. The New Jersey vacation 
spot lost one-half of all its 
businesses, most of its families, 
one third of its real estate, 40,000 
jobs and had a 413 percent in- 
crease in crime. Gambling con- 
suMea'the cttyand^nly benefited 
its "^s Vegas owno(|" casinos. 
Today It's a waste land . 

Until the birth of our "give it 
to me now" generation, a lottery 
was perceived as a public nuisance. 
George Washington described 
gambling as the "child of 
avarice, the brother of iniquity 
and father of mischief." 

Our forefathers thought that 



gambling represented the corror- 
sion of individual moral values 
and promoted a something-for- 
nothing philosphy, while un- 
dermining worthwhile principles. 
They are obviously correct, and if 
you doubt that, look at our 
present "give it to me now" 
society. 

Some claim that lotteries create 
new jobs; however, job creation 
by legalized gambling is 
illusionary. Lotteries tend to 
funnel money away from the 
more productive segments of the 
economy, and therefore create its 
jobs at the expense of other parts 
of the working community. 
Legalized gambling will not 
create new jobs; but rather shift 
economic resources. 

A lottery is a regressive tax, 
because it is not based on the 
ability to pay. Therefore, the 
poor pay out more as a percen- 
tage of their income for the lot- 
tery than do the rich. 

Since the poor can least afford 
this inequity, inducing them to 
part with their money so that the 
state can increase its treasury is 



shameful. 

The lottery industry wants to 
expand lotteries beyond the 
various number games and ticket 
sales. The industry is in the 
process of creating video lot- 
teries, similar to arcade games, 
and is exploring ways to pipe 
video lotteries into homes by 
cable television. 

Some states that allow the lot- 
tery are being urged to set up 
video lottery machines in public 
places. The lottery industry even 
envisions being able to add the 
cost of bets and video games to 
your home TV cable bill. 

For 22 states to have legalized 
gambling for the purpose of 
pecuniary gain is bad eriough; 
however, for Virginia io ente^n 
the lottery concept is to 
relinquish its present strategic 
leadership roll and demonstrates 
a lack of resolve and courage to 
all citizentry. 

Come on Virginia, bury Billy 
for good.

Taxpayer concerned about city 



As a Virginia Beach taxpayer 
of 30 years, I am concerned with 
the way our city is headed. I do 
not believe the newspapers are 
reporting the recent activities pf 
our city counciT"like it is." 

In 1985, a '123 million bond 
referendum was proposed at no 
increase in our tax rate. This 
referendum, ar the insistence of 
Myera Oberndorf, Barbara 
Henly, and Rae Le Sesne, was 
defeated at the polls. Myera 
Oberndorf and her "plus-five" 
group have now taken control of 
our city council, and they have 
proposed an '88 million bond 
referendum with an increase of 
12 and one-half percent to our 
tax rate. 

Add this to the average in- 
crease of 7 to 10 percent on our 
real estate assessment each year, 
and we will be looking at a real 
estate tax increase of ap- 
proximately 20 percent. 

Now we are faced with the 



problem of downzoning. It has 
been estimated that compen- 
sation could cost the city as much 
as '70 million. The city has no in- 
surance, so where will the 'TO 
million come from? 

Will they put forth another 
bond referendum? Will they raise 
our tax rate to pay court costs, 
legal fees, and compensation to 
land owners? 

Is it wrong of me to exp^l our 
city council to work together on a 
compromise that could be just as 
effective as downzoning? Why 
couldn't they pass a dty ordinance 
that building permits be denied 
where dty services-such as water, 
sewage, schools, fire protection, 
etc. -are not available? The reason 
could be health and safety. 

Someone should let the people 
of Virginia Beach know exactly 
what our "new" group is costing 
us in dollars and cents before it is 
too late. Everyone is so busy ap- 
plauding this group that they 
haven't taken time to read be- 
tween the lines. 



Mr. Moss is constantly telling 
everyone he is there to serve the 
people, he wants the public to 
know what's going on. 

If this is true, why then, when 
Mr. Perry was asked why he wan- 
ted to reconsider his vote on 
downzoning, did Mr. Moss 
request to recess into a closed- 
door session to discuss the issue?

The day after Labor Day our 



fears were rekindled that 
another massacre was at hand, as 
the market sold off over 27 points 
from the opening bell. Those 
"big buck" people come back 
from a holiday weekend in an 
awful surly mood. 

Fireworks 

But few were prepared for the 
fireworks last Thursday when the 
market reversed to the upside, 
rising 38 points, to close at a new 
all-time high of 1919. This was 
caused by a lot of shifting around 
into cyclicals and out of interest- 
sensitive and consumer stocks. 

However, the market remains 
very nervous and volatile as 
Friday's action saw another 20 
point profit-taking sell-off, and 
the DOW closed the week back 
down below the 1900 level. 
• After reaching new high 
ground last week, the market 
forges into the week ahead, 
leaving analysts wondering 
whether the existing overbought 
condition can be extended fur- 
ther, or if another corrective 
phase is in the offering. 



We remain of the view "that it 
ain't over, but it ain't easy." We 
would pursue a more conser- 
vative investment stance, 
stressing high quality yield 
situations. 

Watching metals 

The market is now watching the 
performance of gold and 
platinum with great interest. The 
yellow metal reached a new three- 
year high this past week, based 
on fears of encroaching inflation 
and the recent platinum run. 

Platinum, which has been 
fueled by the problems in South 
Africa, continues to soar to new 
highs. This fear-motivated 
momentum can continue just so 
far before it also reaches a 
"moment of truth." Stock 
market sentiment will continue to 
be influenced in the weeks ahead 
by the action of these metals. 

The precious metal volatility, 
plus inflationary concerns, com- 
Bmed with the Cufret risk/reward 
realities in many stocks, suggests 
a more cautious investment ap- 
proach at this time.

The charity receives a flat fee 
or percentage, frequently as little 
as 10 or 15 percent, with the 
remainder of the money going to 
theprofessional fundraiser. 

In many instances, Terry said, 
the fundraiser solicits more free 
passes to the events than there are 
receipients. In some cases, the 
solicitor has received funds for a 
number of passes that far exceeds

"It seems to us that people are 
becoming more and more aware 
of the benefits of recycling. They 
recognize that recycling their 
aluminum cans helps keep our 
community and the environment 
cleaner and helps conserve 
natural resources. The extra 
money that can be earned by 
recycling the jobs and funds 
provided to not-for-profit 
organizations are additional ad- 
vantages," Sutton said.

Virginia Beach fanners face a 
potential harvest hazard as they 
attempt to salvage drought- 
stunted crops this fall, warn Ex- 
tension specialists at Virginia 
Tech. 

"This is a year that farmers 
should be particularly sensitive to 
the formation of dangerous silo 
gas," said Glen H. Hetzel. Ex- 
tension farm safety specialist. 

Silo gas in a common occurence 
in corn silage fermentation. 
However, environmental ex- 
tremes, such as drought, increase 
the likelihood that higher-than- 
normal amounts of the toxic gas 
will be produced during the fer- 
mentation process. 

"Nitrogen dioxide is the 
predominant BMin^sUo gas ," 
Hetzel explamedr""It can form 
within two hours after com is 
placed in an upright silo and may 
last for a period of two or three 
weeks." 

Dependmi onBe^concenT 
tration of nitrogen dioxide, the 
presence of the gas will be 
recognized by a burning sen- 
sation in the nose, throat and 
chest. When inhaled, the gas can 
cause extensive lung damage. Ex- 
posure to heavy concentrations 
can result in death witihin seconds. 

"Silo gas poisoning tends to 
produce a false sense of well- 
being or euphoria and initial ex- 
posures often do not alert a far- 
mer to the presence of the gas," 
said Hetzel. "Even slight throat 
irritation or coughing may signal 
the presence of lethal gas." 

Silo gas may also be visible as a 
yellowish-brown gas with an odor 
similar to laundry bleach. 
Nitrogen dioxide is heavier than 
air and will tend to settle on top 
of the silage, which is often 
stained or discolored as a result 
of the gas formation . 

If an escape route is provided, 
such as an open silo door, the gas 
will flow down the silo chute to 



the base of the silo. If unobstruc- 
ted, it often will settle in silo feed 
rooms and invade bam veas. 

To reduce the hazards 
associated with silo gas, Hetzd 
recommends the following 
precautions: 

•Do not enter a silo during the 
first three or four days after 
filling unless the silo has been 
well-ventilated first. Run i 
blower at least 20 minutes befoiv 
entering a silo. This precaution 
should be used regardless of the 
length of time the silage has bem 
stored. 

•The silo chute door closest to 
the level of silage should be open. 
This allows the nitrogm dioxicte 

to escape «4iai the Mower Is turned 
on. Silo feed rooms |hi|3DiiI4 
be ventTalted hy the use of opm 
windows and fans for a period of 
three weeks after filling the silo. 

•Keep doors between the silo 
or feed room tightly sealed to 
avoid contamination of barn 
areas. 

•Do not enter a silo without 
someone available on the outside 
to assist. 

•Be on the alert for bleach-like 
odors and/or yellowish-brown 
fumes. Dead birds and dead fUet 
at the base of the silo and under 
enclosed chutes often indicate the 
presence of silo gas. 

•If exposed to the gas, im- 
mediately hold your breath and 
climb higher into the silo. Get in- 
to fresh air as quickly as possible. 
See a doctor immediately after 
exposure to nitrogen dioxide. 
Treatment can prevent serioui 
lung damage which can result 
even with limited exposure. 

•If it's compulsory to enter • 
silo during the three-week danger 
period, wear an approved self- 
contained breathing apparatus 
and attach a life-line to someone 
outside the silo.

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Toxic waste: It's everyone's problem

The problem of toxic chemical 
waste is not necessarily a problem 
of big industry, because even 
households and small businesses 
generate toxic waste, according 
to five experts on hazardous 
waste. 

Representatives from business, 
state government and an en- 
xironmental group spoke to 
members of the Cbdiicil of Ovic 
Organizations of Virginia Beach 
at the council's monthly meeting. 

Madeline Grulich, of En- 
vironmental Defense Fund in 
Richmond, said the average 
family of three generates about 
72 pounds of toxic waste a year. 



Paints, varnishes and household 
cleaners are some common toxic 

Small businesses, especially 
dry cleaners and auto repair 
shops, could cause problems with 
the dry cleaning fluids, used oil 
and parts cleaner they must 
dispose of, according to Cynthia 
Bailey, executive director of the 
newly-created Department of 
Waste Management. 

JOhif Cariock, of the 

Southeastern Virginia Planning 
District Commission, said in the 
Hampton Roads area, there are 
84 industries who create toxic 
waste and 5, GOO other businesses 
which generate smaller portions 
of toxic materials. 



Virginia Beach's Share 

In Virginia Beach, there are 
two or three firms that help 
businesses dispose of potentially 
hazardous material, Cariock said 
in an interview after the meeting. 

...The average family 
of three generates about 
72 pounds of toxic 
waste per year. 

One company, which serves 
about 80 percent of the auto 
repair businesses in the city, 
recycles parts cleaner, he said. 
The companj^ brings a drum of 
parts cleaner to a shop, then 
takes the drum to a recycling 



plant in North Carolina after the 
shop is finished with the cleaner. 

There are also firms to pick up 
fluid from dry cleaners and 
recycle it and pick up oil from gas 
stations and recycle it, he said. 

"To the best of my knowledge, 
there are no smoking guns out 
there," Cariock said. 

Solutions 

Grulich said one way to deal 
^ith the problem of hazardous 
Waste is through educating the 
public. However, she said, there 
is a danger 'that ipeople wilt 
become so afraid of toxic waste, 
they will try to preven^ any waste 
sites from beiijg built. 

Failure to provide proper 
disposal of toxic waste could 
cause "midnight dumping and 



dumping on the back 40," she 
said. 

Another way to deal with the 
problem is through proper 
regulation. Harry Gregori, direc- 
tor of the Office of Policy Plan- 
ning in the Department of Waste 
Management, said the depart- 
ment is working on a process for 
creating sites and issuing permits 
to transport hazardous waste. 

The process would include a 
public briefing, a public meeting 
and a public hearing on a possible 
siterhesaidr 

However, the board would be 
able to over ride local objections 
to a site if it met all the 
requirements, such as a good 
geologiCiaf structure to keep waste 
contained. 



Cariock said ofr

Tommy Hudson of the 
Virginia Manufacturers 
Association, said that too much 
regulation could have a negative 
effect, however. 

Hudson said one manufacturer 
in Virginia was planning to 
recycle solvents the company 
used, but because of a chaiigt in 
Federal regulations, they would 
have to get a special permit, 
costing $20,000. He said that 
makes the process too expensive

Beach becomes biggest 
backer of race track bonds

Virginia Beach recently became 
the fifth and largest backer of the 
metro sports complex proposed 
for Isle of Wight County. 

The resolution guaranteeing 
payment of a portion of the 
obligations of the track was three 
votes short of being unanimous. 

Voting against the resolution 
were Councilwomen Reba Mc- 
Clanan and Nancy Parker and 
Councilman John Moss. 

Moss said that the decision 
should not be based on the 
benefits which might accrue to 
Virginia Beach. His philosophy, 
he said is that the government 
should not have to subsidize 
private enterprises, 

He said that other states are 
trying to get out of similar in- 



volvements, and many ballparks 
are not making money. The 
regional authority in Northern 
Virginia referred to by Coun- 
cilman Harold Heischober are 
operating regional parks, rather 
than race tracks or stadiums, he 
said. 

Parker said she still had reser- 
vations about the financing. 

The city attached 13 conditions 
to the resolution, including one 
making the city's participation 
contingent on the participation of 
the seven other jurisdictions. 

Although the deadline for the 
guarantees from the cities was 
Monday, Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth scheduled votes for 
Tuesday. Chesapeake, the 
remaining city which has yet to 
take action, indicated that it will 
riot conilder the lisue. kit of 
Wight County and the cities of 



Hampton, Newport News, and 
Suffolk voted to back the com- 
plex last week. 

The complex is expected to cost 
about $20 million of which $5 
million will be financed privately. 
The remaining $15 million will 
be financed by bonds backed by 
the city. Revenues from the track 
will pay off the loan and the cities 
will have to pay off the loan only 
if the venture is unsuccessful. 

Virginia Beach's share of the 
capital is about $2,933,000, the 
largest share in the eight jurisdic- 
tions. Without the approval of 
Virginia Beach, the project would 
have no chance of succeeding. 

With interest the city's share 
would amount to $5,477,955 by 
the year 2001.

Saturday, Sept. 27 at 1 p.m. have 
been added to the schedule. The 
Navy's precision flying team, the 
Blue Angels, scheduled to per- 
form at NAS Oceana on Satur- 
day and Sunday, Sept. 20 and 21, 
wUl not be holding a performance 
over the beach this year, accord- 
ing to Rathner. She said Federal 
Aviation Administration 
regulations wHl not allow the 
beach performance, due to noise 
and danger to the public. 

Rathner said some of the 
major highlights will be the 
Country Fair Days at the Virginia 
Beach Farmer's Market on 
Friday, Sept. 19 and Saturday, 
Sept, 20; the Sandman Triathlon 
on Saturday, Sept. 20, with over 
500 competitors registered; the 
Marathon Canoe Race on Satur- 
day, Sept. 20; and the festival 
Prayer Breakfast on Tuesday, 
Sept. 23. 

"There's something for 
everyone," she said. 

On the weekend of Sept. 26, 
there is a boardwalk celebration, 
featuring five stages with live 
bands, water sports and art 
shows, Rathner said. 

She said putting on the festival 
costs $250,000 to $300,000, with 



$6,500 in "seed money" coming 
from the city and the rest from 
private donations. 

About 1,000 volunteers help 
put the festival together, accord- 
ing to Rathner, including 60 
Neptune Festival committee 
members who help to coordinate 
various events. 

She said chairman Melvin 
Spence and King Neptune Van 
Cunningham have also worked 
very hard for the festival. 

To alleviate traffic problems, 
Rathner said there will be shuttles 
from Lynnhaven and Pembroke 
malls to events. The Resort Area 
Advisory commission will also be 
working on ways to solve traffic 
problems. 

"I think the city as a whole 
teams up pretty well for the Nep- 
tune Festival," Rathner said. 

The first Neptune Festival was 
held in 1974 to showcase the 
city's beaches, industry, 
agriculture, civic involvement, 
sports and culture. There were 
four parades and 50 events. 

This year, Rathner said, the 
festival hopes to attract more 
participants than ever before. "I 
think it's going to be a very good 
festival," she said.

Rock Church founder gives views

"This is the 'Year of our 
Lord," said the Rev. John 
Gimenez, founder of the Rock 
Church. "We don't say that 
anymore, but it is. To live life 
according to the scriptures one 
must be attuned to it," he said. 

Oimencz#who will be the guest 
speaker at Portsmouth's Full 
Gospel Business Men's 
Fellowship International (FGB- 
MFI) meeting on Saturday. Sept. 
20, will carry this message to his 
audience. He said the title of his 
speech will be "Learn the Times 
and the Seasons." 

Gimenez summed up the 
"times" by quoting a scripture in 
the Bible. "Where sin doth 
abound, grace much more did 
abound." He said he has seen 
more progresi, unity and 
cooperation in the church today, 



as a result. 

Gimenez is critical of today's 
society which, he said, is being 
conditioned to accept the abnor- 
mal as tlK normal. "Before, if cme 
person was murdered, it was 
horrible. Now people are being 
wiped out by the dozens and we 
just shake our heads," mi the 
55-year-old evangelist. 

Society is taking away all 

standards of morality, according 
to Gimenez. "Nothing functions 
for long without discipline. It's 
still what God says about morals 
and the family," he said. 

Gimenez said he believes that 
freedom of choice and individual 
rights have gone too far and has 
laid the foundation for por- 
nography, abortion and drug ad- 
diction. 

"Pornography--we have 
children... as the victims of it. 
It's an extreme that freedom's 



path never thought of," he said. 
"We sit back and say a woman 
has the right to icrminate her 
pregnancy, that it is alright to kill 
a child in her womb. Now 18 
million babies are being killed in 
hospitals...." he said. 

As far as the current 'war on 
drugs' goes, Gimenez said he 
looks at it as a political period 
where poBtidans are just jump- 
mg on the bandwagwi. "Oik* 
has been around for a long time. 
It's a game (to the users)... You 
can't beat them. 

"We have ma^ it a^xpuble 
by human compassion and 
respecting the rights of in- 
dividuals. I believe in that (in- 
dividual rights), but when ft 
destroys others, I don't." 

Gimenez is a reformed drug 

addict, whose childhood powing 

up in New York City was marked 

by drugs, violence and penal in-

A traffic solution 

Congestion on Virginia Beach roads during rush 
hours has been a growing problem for the city. 

And during the past year, at least three projects 
to widen roads through residential areas have been 
eliminated from city road projects due to citizen 
opposition. 

One example is the Old Donation Parkway, a 
four-lane expressway which was planned to run 
from the Oceanfront to Norfolk through the Great 
Neck and Little Neck peninsulas. 

But citizens opposed the parkway, fearing it 
would ruin the residential areas and endanger 
children. 

Now, the city is considering another option— the 
Southeastern Expressway. The city has a general 
outline of the path of the expressway, although an 
exact path probably won't be worked out for 
several years. ,, _ ^ 

The expressi^y wouTd ^egln at the Virgihia 
Beach -Norfolk Expressway, between First Colonial 
and Birdneck Road. It would run east along 
Oceana Naval Air Station, traveling southwest 
toward Chesapeake. 

City planners say the expressway would help ease 
traffic problems now and in the future, when plan- 
ners expect traffic flow to double on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard and Plaza Trail. 

The proposed (Southeastern) expressway 
seems to be the best sohttion. It will ease 
traffic problems in Virginia Beach, without 
jeopardizing residential neighborhoods. 

The expressway, for the most part, would go 
through undeveloped property. Residents would 
not have to worry about traffic disrupting their 
neighborhoods. 

However, the proposed path does cut through 
several homes and a trailer park, but that could be 
subject to change. If the project gets the green 
light, though, the final decision on the ex- 
pressway's path rests with the state. 

Another drawback is the cost: an estimated 
$175 million. However, planners expect the ex- 
pressway to be a toll road, but that decision would 
be left to the General Assembly. _ ^^.^^^^^ 

Overall, the proposed expressway seems to be the 
best solution. It will ease traffic problems in 
Virginia Beach, without jeopardizing residential 
neighborhoods. 

Civic groups should work with the city to help 
get the expressway beyond the planning stages and 
get the necessary approval from the state. Their in- 
fluence has been used to prevent road-widening; 
now it can be used to promote an expressway that 
will largely benefit Virginia Beach. 

The city should also propose to the General 
Assembly that the proposed expressway be made a 
toll road. — S.B. 
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Race track a winner 

The Sports Authority of Hampton Roads is 
asking Virginia Beach and six other cities to 
guarantee^SlS million of a $20 million bond-to — 
build a race track in Isle of Wight County. 

In a recent pubUc hearing, supporters of the race 
track urged the Virginia Beach City Council to 
back the bond. However, Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan said her mail has been running about 50 
percent for and 50 percent against supporting the 
track. 

Supporters say although the race track would not 
be built in Virginia Beach, the city has much to gain 
if the track is successful. People attending races 
and the two NASCAR events which would be held 
at the track would probably come to Virginia Beach 
for lodging and food. 

By building the track, it could also encourage 
other professional sports to move into Hampton 
Roads, generating still more revenue. Plus, if the 
track is successful, profits from the track could be 
distributed among the cities which guaranteed the 
track's bond. 

But the track could also generate more traffic 
problems for the city, especially in summer, when 
racing fans would be competing with an influx of 
tourists on the roads. 

In addition, there is no way of knowing at this 
point if the track will be successful. If it fails, the 
city could end up paying as much as $5 million on 
the bond it guaranteed. 

In spite of the risks, however, the city's recent 
decision to support the race track was probably the 
best one. —S.M.B.

The practice of burnlrigleaves 
is permitted in Virginia Beach but 
the fire department does not en- 
courage it. There arc many a)n- 
siderations to think about before 
beginning to burn. 

What effect will the smoke 
have on the environment? Why 
not use the shreaded leaves in a 
compost pile? It's a great organic 
fertilizer. 

Plastic bags are very inexpen- 
sive and are less time-consuming 
to nil up and discard as. com- 
pared to burning. 

OK, still haven't changed your 
mind? Maybe this will. If you 
burn leaves in Virginia Beach, 
you must follow our rules. 

•No burning of leaves in winds 
above 15 miles per hour. 

•No burning leaves on city 
streets or in ditches. 

•No more than one pile burn- 
ing at one time. 

•You must have a water hose 
at the bum site and have it cut 
on. 

•The pile must not be larger 
than four feet in diameter. 

•The pile must not be closer 
than 50 feet from a structure. 

•The fire must be attended at 
all times. 

You are only permitted to bum 
leav» and small twigs. If you 
leave the fire, it must be ex- 
tinguished. If the smoke or fire 
becomes a hazard to your neigh- 
bors, it must be put out. 

Why not just use plastic bap 
and have a safe, smokeless 
autumn?

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Merit pay in Fairfax model for other systems

The editorial writers of a local 
newspaper have revived one of 
their favorite topics-merit pay 
for teachers. 

The motivation for this revival 
is a tentative agreement reached 
in Fairfax County between the 
superintendent and the Fairfax 
Education Association which 
calls, for a two step career ladder 
program complemented by a 
significant pay increase for all 
teachers. 

We agree with the tone of the 
article and with most of the ob- 
servations of the editorial writer. 
We agree that "...it should make 
local educators and state officials 



sit up and pay attention... (and 
that)... The Fairfax compromise 
may offer a workable model for 
other school systems in the 
state." 

With this in mind, let's look at 
a few things that the editorial 
does not say. In the past, the 
NEA has opposed merit pay for 
two critical reasons. One, there 
was no fair and practical way to 
implement it; and two, until the 
salaries of all teachers were raised 
to a professional level, it was 
deemed unfair to cut an already 
small economic pie into even 
smaller pieces for a large, hard- 
working segment of the teacher 
population. 

The Fairfax plan addresses the 
second concern, ' and an 
evaluation plan that is apparently 
acceptable to the teachers will 
likely satisfy the first concern. 

The Plan 

The compensation plan, which 
calls for a 20 percent genera! in- 
crease plus an 11.1 percent boost 
in step increases over a three-year 
period is significant. Also im- 
proved is a teacher's ability to 
earn even more money by volun- 
tarily applying for entry into the 
second level of the career ladder 
program where he or she could 
earn over $60,000 with an 
advanced degree. 

But just as significant, and 
controversial, is the fact that 
association members will con- 



tinue to he involved in the 
evaluation process. An outstand- 
ing teacher will serve on a three- 
member observation team along 
with an adminstrator and an in- 
structional specialist, and four 
members will ser^ c on a Career 
Advancement Review Board 
which would have the power to 
hear appeals and grant waivers 
for career level status. These four 
members would constitute a 
majority of the board and would 
be elected by association mem- 
bers. 



Major Stride 

This, according to the FEA, is 
a major stride in upgrading the 
status of our profession. Mimi 
Dash, FEA president, and Gloria 
Thorpe Johnson, chief 
spokesperson, said in a release to 
their members that the proposal 
places FEA squarely in the 
leadership of the educatioTt 
reform movement and has won a 
much-deserved salary increase. 

But even more than that, a way 
has been created to help teachers 
stay in their profession, build 
ttieir careers and be rewarded for 
their excellence-without having to 
leave their classrooms where they 
have performed so well. 

Even beyond that, FEA mem- 
bers have won unprecedented in- 
volvement in defining "excellence" 
by ensuring input into the 
evaluation process. 



Members Helped in Development 

While the editorial only men- 
tions the superintendent, 
association members were equals 
in the development and approval 
process, but it was a long and tor- 
turous process. 1 airfax members 
reinforced the need for and the 
ability to achieve what teachers 
state-wide seek-meaningful in- 
put into the decision-making 
process. 

Our congratulations to the 
members of the FEA for 
achieving this significant step. It 
still has to be adopted by the 
Association membership and ap- 
proved and funded by the board 
of supervisors, but it appears to 
us that the board is in a "put 
your money where your mouth 
is" position. They have been 
preaching merit pay. 

Now they can have it and 
re\i«4rd the excellent teaching that 
js taking place. 



Nursing graduates score 
high on licensing exams 



Thirteen 1986 graduates of the 
Virginia Beach Public Schools' 
Practical Nursing Program 
passed the state's licensing 
examination for practical nurses. 

The 13 Virginia Beach students 
scored an average of 611. 8 points, 
including a perfect 800 scored 
by Dianne Kohn.

Overextended market shows its vulnerability

When the clock strikes twelve 
and your host is yawning - openly 
- it means you have overstayed 
your wekoine.- ,„,,,.-. -»™- 

Similarly, the stock market got 
clobbered last week because it 
had overstayed its welcome in 
August. When a market gets 
overextended, Jt doesn't take 
much to do it in. 

Our recent columns, "SUM- 



MER RALLY VULNERABLE 
TO PROFIT TAKING" and 
"MARKET WATCHING 
METALS - TIME FOR 
CAUTION" pointed out that a 
sell-off was in the making, but we 
certainly could not anticipate the 
record-breaking declines of last 
week that saw the Dow Jones In- 
dustrial Average down 86 points 
in a single day and off 130 points 
for the week. 

It was the worst of times on 
Wall Street, to be sure. The 
magnitude of the decline was 
amplified by computerized 
futures-related sell programs. 
However, as our cautionary 
posture indicated, the market was 
very vulnerable to profit-taking. 

The Wall Street crowd will be 
busy in the week ahead trying to 
dig out from under last week's 
debacle, while trying to analyze 
what prompted a sdI«off of such 
huge proportions. 

Stocks had reached such over 
extended proportions by historic 
standards, that the risk/reward 
ratios favored cautioft. At-thc 
1900 level, the market had 
reached a point where multiples 



of price-to-earnings were 
historically high, yields were 
historically low and valuations 
were difficult at best. 

Moreover, the general business 
outlook remained confused. We 
had wispy signs of improvement, 
but nothing of substance. Retail 
sales for August were up point 8 
percent, which was good, but not 
great. 

Inflation remained subdued 
per the point 3 percent in the 
August Producer Price Index, 
but gold continued to push ahead 
as financial uncertainties con- 
tinued to creep in. 

Bonds were under pressure all 
last week on the premise that an 
economic recovery would bring 
interst rates higher. Also, lack of 
action by the German Biin- 
desbank on its discount rate 
discouraged the view that there 
might be an orchestrated rate 
reduction by the U.S., Germany, 
and Japan. 

There was a continuation of 
the market leadership changing 
to the cyclical issues tmd away 
from the disinflation winners of 
the paif two years. Consumer

stocks fell by the wayside.

Gimenez gives views on business, politics

stitutions. Gimenez granted this 
interview after having just buried 
a niece who he said had be«i 
murdered by her boyfriend. He 
said she had been living the life he 
had once led and he couldn't urge 
her to change her lifestyle. He 
said the greatest sorrow was 
knowing the afterlife she has now 
Koneonto. 

Gimenez said the only way 
change in society can occur is at 
the head of government. 
Relating it to the scriptures, 
Gimenez said he iu)w understands 
why during a Biblical combat 
David aimed at the head of the 
giant Goliath. 

Gimenez supports President 
Reagan's efforts to strengthen 
morality in society. He said that 
one of the Christians' greatest 
victories during the Reagan ad- 
ministration has been the 
declaration of "The Year of the 
Bible." 

Gimenez said he was very con- 
cerned about the direction of 
this country during the Carter 
administration because "govern- 
ment had no backbone." "The 
economy was in bad shape," 
Gimenez said. 

So on April 29, 1980, Gimenez 
led one of the largest gatherings 
of people in Washington, D.C. 
He said about one million people 
converged at the capitol for the 
"Washington for Jesus" rally to 
-repent and pray for this country 
and its leaders. 

Gimenez said onlookers and 
media were suspicious of his 
motives and accused him of being 
a leftist. But Gimenez, a Puerto 
Rican, said what really bothered 
the critics was that people of all 
races and denominations were 



gathering to pray. "It was 
strange because 1 believe in 
prayer. We're a product of 
prayer. I am a product of 
prayer," Gimenez emphasized. 

Before Gimenez accepted 
Christ, he said he was "a vile per- 
son on drugs who needed pity or 
to be put away." He said his 
mother always prayed for him 
and his father was a pastor, but 
he thought their religious ways 
were fanatical. 

If we are aware of what 's 
happening, we understand 
spiritually what's going 
on. " — Gimenez 



Then he was helped off drugs 
in April 1963 through the 
ministry of iMom and 4>op 
Rosado, pastors of OnnascDs 
Church in the Bronx. After his 
life-changing experience, 
Gimenez went to a country farm 
where he formed ah acting group 
called "The Addicts," which 
wrote plays and performed in 
churches. 

In 1967, he married Anne, a 
traveling evangelist. In 1968, the 
couple began the Rock Church in 
Vbginia Beach, which now has a 
following of 4,000 members. 
Presently, Gimenez is the bishop 
over two Rock Churches and 17 
satellite churdxs; one is in Ports- 
mouth. 

About 200 Rock Church mem- 
bers are employed at the Virginia 
Beach church, taking care of the 
church's administration needs 
and instructing at the Rock 
Church Academy. The circular 
structure on Keinpsi^e Rokd 



also houses an extension of the 
Ot9\ Roberts' University. 

The Gimenez 's are also the 
executive producers of "The 
Rock Church Hour," broadcast 
weekly on Christian Broadcasting 
Network statellite. Last March 
the Rock Church Network (RCN) 
went on air but has not yet gone 
on the cable channels. 

Gimenez s^^d that when people 
ask him why he is so successful he 
shows him the "Wailing Wall" ih 
the church, where "prayer 
warriors" take written prayer 
requests and pray around the 
clock.

According to Gimenez, Christ 
doesn't guarantee business suc- 
cess. He listed certain criteria for 
success in business.

Race track passes 
council approval

resolution came from Vice Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf . 

Heischober, who repreisents 
Virginia Beach on the Sports 
Authority of Hampton 
Roads— the agency that will build 
the race track and lease it to Paul 
Sawyer and his family— said that 
Governor Gerald Baliles lias 
assured the authority that he 
would allocate $20 million in tax- 
free Industrial Revenue Bonds 
for the race track. 

Heischober said that of all 
sports, NASCAR racing is the 
second-most attended sports 
event in the country, next to the 
National Football League. 

He said that every national 
football and baseball stadiimi in 
the country is owned by a city or 
state, or authority of a city or 
state. In each case the facility is 
rented to a primary lessee. 
Sawyer, he said, has been in 
racing for over 30 years. Among 
the stipulations is one that two 
NASCAR races a year will be hed 
at the facility. 

Heischober, a former 
professional baseball player, said 
that he believed the area will have 
a major football or baseball 
stadium by the year 2013. 

Heischober sees the race track 
and the Authority as the 
spawning point for a stadium. 

Oberndorf said she had had 
concerns about the project 
because the Authority was not 
able to give specifics. She said 
she was assured by the city's 
bond consultant that the debt 
would not be significant enough 
to affect the city's bond ratings. 

She was insistent that all 13 
conditions were included in the 
record. 

Obcriulord said that she has 
heard from citizens indicating 
that they do not agree with the 
city's financial involvement in the 
racetrack. 

All of the speakers last week 
and Monday, however, suppor- 
ted the city's participation. 

Moss was one of those who did 
not agree. He said that the dty 
was not being cautious. He said 
the Sawyers could get private 
financing but wanted 100 percent 
control. Nobody is willii^ to 
provide 100 percent of the 
money, he said, except for 
"Daddy Warbucks" (the city). 
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He said he voted against the 
Autority because it was self- 
perpetuating. He also pointed 
out that no provision was made 
for cost overruns. "Once you 
buy into it, you have to ante up 
on the cost overruns," he said. 

Heischober said that the 
resolution is not an agreement, 
and that every football le 
stadium i$ making money. As for 
the financing, he said that 
NASCAR would not allow 
Sawyer to be in a minor equity 
position. 

"It's all right to be 
philosophical," he said, "But 
you will never get a stadium here 
with private money." 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that both Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake have two trouble 
ajneas-water and transportation^ 
The cities need the cooperation of 
the region and "this kind of 
cooperation will not be forgot- 
ten." 

Supporting the resolution were 
Mark Anderson, of Hoffman 
Beverages, Bill Koeppen, of. 
Kempsville, Gordon Reams, of 
Newport News, representing the 
Sports Car Club of America; 
Qiarles Meachum, representing 
the Sports Authority: Mac (^een 
of Kempsville; Dennis Gantley, 
Norfolk, and Stanley Creekmore. 

Among the stipulations were: 

•Provision by NASCAR in 
writing of assurances that two 
NASCAR races will be held each 
year at the track for the life of the 
bonds. 

•Approval by council of the 
written {^reement with the lessee. 

•Written opinion by Bond 
counsel that the debt would not 
be included in the city's legal debt 
margin. 

•Independent verification of 
projections of revenues and ex- 
penses. 

•Agreement among the par- 
ticipating political subdivisions 
regarding disposition of all 
revenues to the Authority from 
the lease after payment of annual 
debt SCTvice. 

•A construction budget and 
assurances that the city will not 
be responsible for cost overruns. 

•The prohibition of issuance of 
the Sports Authority of ad- 
ditional senior debu without the 
approval of the participating 
political subdivisions.

Council of Civic Organizations strives to 
serve needs of member civic leagues

This is the first in a series of ar- 
tides about the Council of Civic 
Organizations. 

In 1959, Marion Renn founded 
a civic organization in Princess 
Anne County. She was interested 
in creating an organization with 
members who wanted to serve the 
community and who wanted to 
improve government on all levels. 

When Princess Anne County 
and the City of Virginia Beach 
merged, the organization became 
the Council of Civic 
Organizations of the City of 
Virginia Beach, Incorporated. 

Rae LeSesne, current CCO 
president, said the council in- 
cluded not only civic leagues, but 
service organizations like garden 
clubs. He said most members of 
the council today are civic 
leagues. 

There are about 55 to 60 
leagues who are members of the 
CCO, according to LeSesne. 
Each league has two represen- 
tatives who can vote on the coun- 
cil. 

The council meets every second 
Wednesday of the month at 7:30 




formation on. 

But LeSesne said the CCO does 
not set policies for the leagues. 
He said they just listen to league 
problems and try "to get input 
from civic leagues on what the 
problems are." 

The CCO also submits 
resolutions to the city council, 
recommending action on issues. 

For example, LeSesne said one 
league was concerned about the 
use of all-terrain vehicles in the 
area. He said the CCO drafted a 
resolution calling for regulations 
limiting the use of the vehicles in 
certain areas, submitted it to the 
city council, and the council 
passed an ordinance limiting use. 

The CCO is also involved in 
issues concerning high-density 
housing and strip commer- 
cialization, according to LeSesne. 
He said the CCO wants to avoid 
the kind of development seen

Diggers beware of phone cables 



Accidental cable cuts, resulting 
from construction and digging, 
cause telephone service outages 
and should be prevented by 
calling "Miss Utility," according 
to Mike Hall, local manager of 
telephone services in Virginia 
Beach. 

Businesses, homeowners and 
anyone planning to dig should 
locate buried utility facilities by 
calling 1-800-552-7001 (toll-free) 
48 hours before beginning. 

"By law, if you damage 
facilities knowingly, or without 
calling tne uuiiiies, yuu must pay 
for the damage," Hall said. The 
law does exempt the Virginia 
Department of Highways for 
routine maintenance, such as 
patching pavement. 

For their own safety, 
homeowners, as well as 
businesses, should call the toll- 



free number if they plan to dig or 
garden in their yards. 

"Not only are cable cuts in- 
convenient and expensive, they 
mean that people are cut off from 
the police, fire departments and 
other emergency services. That's 
why calling Miss Utility before 
digging is important," Hall said. 

"Burying cable is one of the 
safest and most effective ways of 
providing telephone service," 
hall said. "In fact, 80 percent of 
all new cable goes underground. 
It usually requires less main- 
tenance and is better protected 
from storms, car accidents and 
stray shots of hunters." 

Cable routes are clearly 
marked with metal spikes. The 
green metal pedestals along the 
road mark the places where cable 
comes out of the ground.

for the company, so it will be 
generating more waste, 

Hudson said, however, that 
Virginia does need monitored 
waste sites, because the only 
other alternative is unrestricted 
dumping. "We drastically need 
sites in Virginia in order to attract 
commerce," he said. 

During a question and answer 
period where council members 
submitted questions on cards, one 
civic council member wanted to 
know if Virginia was doing 
anything about nuclear waste 
being brought in on foreign ships 
through Hampton Roads ports. 
Gregori said the federal govern- 
ment puts restrictions on 
nuclear waste in the ports, but 
said he doesn't think the govern- 
ment can prohibit the waste 
from being brought in. 

Another civic council member 
suggested placing large bins along 
highways to prevent people from 
tossing anti-freeze jugs, oil cans 
and other pollutants out of cars. 



Gregori said one problem with 
the idea is that several different 
types of materials might get 
thrown in together and start a 
fire.

Annapolis convention led to creation of U.S. Constitution

This article commemorates the 
Annapolis Convention, precursor 
to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. This is the bicentennial of 
the Annapolis Convention. 

From the victory at Yorktown 
in 1781, which ended the 
Revolutionary War, to the 
inauguration of George 
Washington as president under 
the new Constituion in 1789, the 
United States was "a nation at 
risk." 

Under the terms of the Articles 
of Confederation, the embryonic 
country was feeble and weak with 
little chance of recovery. This first 
Constitution had been adopted 
by Congress in VTTT, Ib« nquirad 
that each of the 13 staiw agree to 
this plan. 

It was not until 1781 that this 
was done and by then, the war 
was over. With no president, no 
courts, no power to enforce laws 
or regulate trade and no 
authority to tax the people, this 
document was filled with fatal 
flaws. 

National Debt 

The greatest problem then, as 
now, was the national debt. In 
order to finance the 
Revolutionary War, Congress 
had only two sources of money. 
It could requisition money from 
the states but could not force 
them to contribute, or Congress 
could continue to borrow huge 
sums from France, Spain and the 
Netherlands. Soon the youiig 
nation was head over heels in 
debt and when the fighting was 
over, the foreign nations cut off 
further credit. 

The young nation suffered 




other currency problems. Gold 
and silver coins were rare in the 
United States so both Congress 
and the states printed money. 
This caused great confusion. 

There was no standard, and the 
value of this paper money dif- 
fered from one state to the next. 
Even a hundred paper dollars 
would not buy a pair of shoes. 

The fragile nation was slowly 

disintegrating. There was 

jealousy between the various 

states, which were united in name 

only. 
Each state was almost a 

separate country, retaining its 

own power, often taxing the 

goods from other states. 

The Convention 

Trade disputes between the 
states were becoming a matter of 
internecine hostility. Then, two 
States decided that something 
needed to be done. Maryland's 
first charter gave her jurisdiction 
over the Potomoc to the high- 
tide on the Virginia shore, and 
when Virginia became a separate 
state, she left this stipulation un- 
challenged. 

However, "the location and 
operation of lighthouses, the 
designation of ports of entry and 
customs inspections, the rules 
of navigation, and, during the 
Revolution, the maintenance of 
shore batteries and other means 
of defense caused more or less 
continual friction." 

The representatives reached an 
important 12-point agreement 
which covered navigation, port 
duties, fishing rights, safety 
measures, even trials of pirates. 

This Maryland-Virginia inter- 
state compact of 1785 is still in 
effect. 

The Maryland delegates were 



so impressed with the agreement 
that they recommended that 
Delaware and Pennsylvania be 
included. At this point, the 
Virginians suggested that a 
meeting of all the states be called 
to adopt uniform commercial 
regulations. 

On Jan. 21, 1786, James 
Madison proposed another con- 
ference to Virginia's General 
Assembly to include represen- 
tatives from all 13 states. 
This was accepted and the call to 
this conference, issued by Gover- 
nor Henry, stated that com- 
missioners should "take into 
consideration the Trade of the 
United States to examine the 
relative Situations and Trade of 
the said States to consider how 
far an uniform System in thdr 
commercial Regulations may be 
necesssary to their common In- 
terest and their permanent Har- 
mony." 

Convention Purpose 

The purpose of the Annaoolis 
Convention was to discuss amendr 
ments to the Articles of Con- 
federation in order to regulate in- 
terstate commerce. The meeting 
held great expectations but the 
response was disappointing. Only 
five states - New York, New Jer- 
sey, Delaware, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia - sent a total of twelve 
delegates to the convention, 
which was to begin on the first 
Monday of September 1786 in 
Annapolis, Maryland. 

Apparent failure can 
sometimes produce unexpected 
success. The delegates quickly 
decided that a report should be 
sent to the legislatures of the five 
states represented and to the 
Congress. Alexander Hamilton 
' of New^ York was chosen to write 



the report. 

He wrote that while most state 
legislatures had authorized their 
commissioners "to meet such 
other Commissioners. ..to take 
into consideration the trade and 
commerce of the United States, 
to consider how far a imiform 
system in their commercial inter- 
course and regulations might be 
necessary to their common in- 
terest... That the State of New 
Jersey had enlarged the object of 
their appointment, empowering 
their Commissioners, 'to con- 
sider how far a uniform system 
in their commercial r^ulations 
and other important matters, 
might be necessary to the com- 
mon interest and permanent 
harmony of the several States'." 

Hamilton next pointed out 
various defects in the present 
system and the importance of ad- 
dressing- these concerns, 
suggesting that commissioners 
"meet at Philadelphia on the 
second Monday in May next, to 
take into consideration the 
situation of the United SUtes, to 
devise such further provisions as 
shall appear to them necessary to 
render the constitution of the 
Federal Government adequate to 
the exigencies of the Union. . . " 

Thus the representatives at the 
Annapolis Convention set a date 
for the Constitutional Conven- 
tion.

WHEREAS, It is through each individual citizen living out the 
Ideals of the Constitution that we can reach a full expression of 
those ideals. >

J. The Capital Improvement 
Budget presented to Virginia 
Beach City Council recently, 
projects spending over 10 years at 
$1.1 billion. 

The budget includes detailed 
spending proposals for the next 
five years which will cost an 
estimated $737.2 million and less 
detailed spending projections for 
the years 1991-1992/1995-19%, 
coming to $372.2 million. 

The five-year budget is by far 
the largest for the city and reflec- 
ts a new council philosophy, 
which places emphasis on cat- 
ching up with the needs of the 
city and using more pay-as-you- 
go spending.

One way was to go out with 
some buddies, get drunk and pick 
up women in bars. "I >Vas pretty 
smug. I thought I had my 
spiritual act together," he said. 

But by the end of his four years 
at the academy, he said he had 
graduated with honors. "The 
Lord was working in it," 
Primeaux said. "I still don't 
know how I could have done it." 
He got married, and ended up 
in Florida for helicopter flight 
training. During that time, his 
daughter Jeanine was born, and 
they discovered she had a heart 
condition that required surgery. 

After the surgery, Primeaux 
said he went back to the hotel 
room he and his wife were renting 
and "cried for the first time in 
my life." 

"God touched me through that 
little giri," he said. 

But Primeaux said he was so 
busy trying to prove he was "ace 
of the base" that his family, 
which now included^ a son, was 
taking second place. Gradually, 
he and his wife drifted apart and 
eventually were divorced. 

For a while, Primeaux said he 
lived in New York, going to par- 
tis and living "the wild life."

For most Virginia Beach residents, having a car 
is a necessity. It takes them to work, to shop at the 
mall, to pick up the kids at school and to relax on 
the beach. 

But cars are also dangerous, as rush hour radio 
traffic reports will attest. 

One way to make cars safer is to use seat belts. In 
fact, statistics show that more people who die in car 
accidents did not use their seat belts than people 
who used their seat bejts^ ___„_,__ 

In a report by the Virginia Auto Safety Alliance, 
as of July 31, 458 people died in auto accidents. Of 
those, 421 were not wearing seat belts, and only 37 
were wearing seat belts. 

Some states have enacted mandatory safety belt 
laws to encourage people to buckle up. Twenty-six

states have already begun enforcing seat belt laws. 

With the state government's recent emphasis on 
improving transportation, Virginia should also 
think about enacting a mandatory seat belt law. 

And according to statistics, Virginians want the 
laws. A recent poll indicates that 75 percent of the 
state residents want a seat belt law, and 89 percent 
want it strictly enforced. 

But the law itself may not be the only answer. 
Drivers should also be educated in the advantages 
of seat beh use and encouraged to break the habit 
of non-use. A public campaign emphasizing the 
consequences of not using a seat belt would go a 
long way in making such a law effective.

With reference to Dolores 
White's letter of Wednesday, 
Sept. 10, I believe her concern 
about the accuracy of reporting 
in the press is unfounded. Maybe 
reading the complete articles or 
watching some of the council 
meetings on TV would help. 

The present council is the most 
open and communicative council 
in years. With the rc-institution 
of informal sessions and the 
mayor's monthly TV report, 
there is very little the public 
doesn't know about these days. 
The media does applaud more 
opomess in government because 
it makes their job much easier. 
There really isn't much to read 
"between the lines." 

Since she referred to my par- 
ticipation in last year's defeat of 
the referendum, I ffel it necessary 
to set the record straight. 

First of all, I do not recall any 
member of city council insisting 
on the defeat of the referendum. 
I do feel flattered by her 
statoncnt that it4wa&my insisteot 
at thiC4cf«W«>d the referendum , 

"HiillhiA dr the matter is,4t 
was defeated by the people of 
Virgina Beach who were sick and 
tired of what ws going on at city 
hall. Such credit as is due should 
go to the members of the Citizen 
Action Coalition, who had the 
courage and the dedication to 
spell out the true situation to the 
taxpayers, to the hundreds who 
sent in their small donations and 
to the media, which gave them 
the opportunity to express their 
views. 

Truth and facts prevailed, and 
high-priced propaganda failed. 

Second, neither I, nor anytme 
else in the Coalition, evw claimed 
that the itmes on the referendum 
were not needed. To the con- 
trary, our main thrust was that it 
was only the tip of the iceberg. 
That the continued uncontrolled 
growth of the city had resulted in 
tht need for over Si billion for 
roads, schools, water and other 
services in the city and the 
backlog continued to pow. 

Our figures have never been 
refuted. To the contrary, they 
have been amply sustained, with 
some estimates as high as SI .7 
billion. 

The irrefuuble fact remains 
that growth in housing alone does 
not pay for itself. Every dwelling 
added to Virgina Bech means the 
city will have to spend more on 
services for that dwelling thui the 
dwelling will pay in taxes. The 
claim that the SI 23 million tax 
referendum would not have 
resulted in increased taxes was. 
therefore, pure propaganda. 

I worked with the Virginia. 



Beach Tomorrow group and 
some of the best minds in the 
city, wrestling with the problem 
of how to raise funds to pay for 
this tremendous backlog. 

With the exception of impact 
fees on new construction, which 
were opposed by builders, the an- 
swers iUways came up to the 
same: increased taxes, increased 
utility fees, and borrowing 
through the sale of bonds, which 
spreads the cost out over a longer 
period of time but ultimately 
doubles the cost of the projects 
even at today's low interest rates. 

Other options, such as a local 
gasoline tax and sales tax, have 
been pre^onpted by Governor 
Baliles' road program. What per- 
centage of these funds collected 
in Virginia Beach will get back to 
help Virginia Beach's problem is 
anybody's guess, but you can be 
sure it will be a lot less than if the 
city had collected it directly. 

The stark reality is that the city 
faces a billion-dollar-plus 
backlog of essential services, and 
it does not have the revenues 
seeded to reduce it. The present 
pty council is laced with the, con- 
sequences <jf years of po6f iMiui,-^ 
ning, uncontrolled growth and 
failure to address properly the 
city's needs by previous councils. 
There is nothing that can be done 
to make this tremendous backlog 
disappear overnight. 

These past errors will 
ultimately have to be paid for in 
the years to come by the residents 
of the city, unless someone can 
come up with a better idea. 

The new city council, under the 
leadership of Mayor Bob Jones 
and Vice Mayor Meyera Ober- 
ndorf, from all indications are 
doing their best to make the 
process the least painful for the 
taxpayers. They are acting to 
slow Uie continued growth in the 
backlog of services; they are in- 
stituting an increase in the year- 
old, pay-as-you-go program with 
a modest tax increase to save the 
cost of interest on borrowed 
bond money: and they are 
limiting major charter bond fun- 
ded Capital Improvement projec- 
ts to the most essential roads, 
schools and public safety items. 
They are scrutinizing every ex- 
pense in the Capital Im- 
provement Program, from school 
site costs to the rehabilitation of 
existing buildings for other uses, 
in the hope of stretching every 
available dollar to the limit. 

But even with these actions 
there is not enough money to 
significantly improve roads in 10 
years or schools in eight years. 
Therefore, there is a need for the 
bond referendum to meet these 
hasten construction and will 
spread the cost out over a 



willspread the cost out over a 
longer period of time, but will 
add to the overall cost. 

This is the decision that council 
is asking the voters to make on 
Nov. 4. 

Downzoning south of the 
Green Line was necessary since 
development, following the 
haphazard growth zoning adop- 
ted by the Planning Com- 
mission in 1973. could have 
resulted in adding possibly as 
much as a quarter of a bUion- 
dollars to our already enormous 
infrastructure backlog. It will 
allow the city to now plan for 
proper development with more 
export industry to hdp bear the 
burden of providing essential ser- 
vices. In view of this, and un- 
doubtedly with the backing of 
expert legal advice, the calcualted 
risk of losing a court suit was well 
worth taking. 

The moratorium established bv 
the previous council and other 
compromises being suggested 
today appear to be more gen- 
tlemen's agreements, for ap- 
pearances sake, than l^faUy- 
sustainabjle positions. In fact, ,jn 
at' least ofle case, it would iqpp^ 
that last year's moratorium failed 
to accomplish its purpose. 

What hasn't been much 
publicized is the impact of a suit 
being brought by the Tidewater 
Builders Association in the case 
of the new water connection fees, 
which could add as much as SlOO 
million in increased water costs to 
the city's residents. The a>nnec- 
tion fee would have shifted about 
half the cost of the Lake Gaston 
Pipeline to new construction, but 
apparently, the T.B.A. believes 
this is unfair. 

We are not alone with our 
problems due to growth. It is 
being faced by taxpayers in many 
areas of the country, from 
California to Florida. Residents 
of Chesapeake. Hampton, Suf- 
folk and other ndghboring cities 
will soon have them too, unless 
they profit by our experiences. 
Laws in other states seem to 
make it easier for their cities to 
avoid this pitfall. 

Maybe there are some painless 
solutions to ridding ourselves of 
this enormous infrastructure 
backlog. 

I would suggat to everyone to 
put on their thinking caps and 
write in with their ideas on how 
this can be accmplished, and how 
other cities can avoid falling into 
this same trap. 

It's a multi-million dollar 
challenge.

necessary 

The Hrst fire extinguisher was 
invented by German physician < 
M . Ftichra in 1 734. It consisted of 
a glass ball, HUed with a saline 
solution, designed to be hurled at 
the blaze. 

The modern automatic Hre ex- 
tinguisher was devised by Cap- 
tain George Manby. after he 
witnessed a disastrous fire in a 
tenement block in 1813. 

The fire was on the, fifth floor 
and was too high to reach with a 
hose, so the fire quickly spread. 
He felt that a small poriion of 
water could effectively accom- 
plish the task of controlling the 
fire. 

In 1816, he devised a cyclin- 
drical copper extinguisher, 24 in- 
ches in height with a capacity of 
four gallons. 

It was fiOed with three parts of 
what Manby described as "antip- 
phlogistic fluid" - plain water 
mixed with pearl ash. The 
remaining space was charged 
with compressed air. 

The old soda-water inverted 
fire extenguisher are now ob- 
solete, so if there is one in a 
garage or in a warehouse at work, 
do what firefighters do and make 
a lamp out of it. 

I strongly suggest that every 
household and auto have at least 
one fire extinguisher handy for 
those uiwxpected small fires that 
seem to pop up. 

A 2i>i pound dry powder— or 
better known as an ABC all pur- 
pose fire exteinguisher— is best. 
It is small, but very effective. One 
can be purchased for around 
S7toSl0. 

Re«l the instructions on how 
to operate it before you need it. 
Check the gauge monthly. To 
have it serviced refer to the 
yellow pages under fire ex- 
tinguisher sales and service.

Guidelines 
offered for 
bus safety 

Some 5,500 youngsters were in- 
jured and 45 were killed in school 
bus accidents in 1984, according 
to National Safety Council. Of 
the fatalities, 35 occurred as the 
child boarded or exited the bus. 

In observance of National 
School Bus Safety Week, Sun- 
day, Sept. 21 through Sept. 27. 
council urges Virginia Beach 
parents to tell their children these 
guidelines for boarding and 
leaving the bus: 



•When the school bus ap- 
proaches, line up away from the 
road. Wait until the doors opoi 
before stepping into the roadway. 

•Use the grab handle when 
stepping Ofl the bus. Once 
aboard, go directly to a seat. 

•Don't engage in horseplay. 
Stay seated at all times. 

•When crossing in front of a 
stopped bus, walk about 12 f«t 
in front of the bus in order to stay 
in the driver's range of vision. 

•Wait for a signal from the 
driver before beginning to cross 
the street. 

•Do not cross the center line of 
the road until the driver signals 
that it is safe to do so. 

Children should also be taught 
the conect way to cross a street: 

•Always stop at the curb or at 
the outside edge of a parked car. 
Look left, right, and then left 
again, before entering the road- 
way.

HOV-3 — Diamond Lanes. These 
are terms you'll be seeing and hearing 
a lot about in the days ahead, 
especially if you travel the Virginia 
Beach-Norfolk Expressway. 

HOV-3 stands for High 
Occupancy Vehicles carrying three or 
more persons. Diamond Lanes are the 
lanes reserved for HOV traffic on 
sections of Route 44 during morning 
and evening rush hours. 

These special lanes have large 
diamonds imprinted on the roadway 
every 500 feet to designate them for 
HOV use from 6 to 9 A.M. weekdays 
for westbound traffic, and from 3 to 6 
P.M. weekdays for eastbound traffic. At 
other times the lanes are open to 
general use. 

Their purpose is to speed up the 
flow of traffic during peak usage hours, 
particularly for those traveling three or 
more to a vehicle. The program is 
designed to move more people in 
fewer vehicles in less time, and 
alleviate traffic congestion in general 
by reducing the number of vehicles oi. 
the road. 



Route 44 is the most heavily 
traveled highway in the Tidewater area 
and one of the busiest in the State. 
More than 130,000 vehicles travel the 
Expressway each day, or 47 million 
vehicles a year, and the number is 
going up fast. And during rush hour, 
of every 116 cars 100 carry only the 
driver. 

Continuing to build more new 
highways to keep abreast of the 
growth doesn't appear to promise the 
full answer. 

Thus, HOV — which has proved 
effective in some 18 areas in the 
country in alleviating traffic congestion 
— makes its appearance in Tidewater, 
it will not solve the area's traffic 
problems, but it offers the opportunity 
to move more people in a smaller 
number of vehicles during the busiest 
hours, and gives a time advantage to 
those who elect to share the ride. 

Beginning on a five-mile stretch of 
Route 44 in the vicinity of Newtown 
Road and running to the Main Line 
Toll Plaza, the program will be 



extended to Laskin Road later in the 
year. When completed there will be 
special HOV toll lanes at the Toll 
Plaza. 

This is the start of a much 
broader application of the concept in 
the area. Over the next several years, 
HOV will be introduced on 1-64 from 
its intersection with 1-564 down to 
Indian River Road, coupled with a 
comprehensive Traffic Management 
Control System. 

Meantime, watch for the 
Diamonds on Route 44. They mark 
the lanes reserved for vehicles carrying 
three or more persons. They also mark 
the start of a system in Tidewater that 
eventually will save commuters a lot of 
time and frustration.

Abandon homes? Bulkhead? Council recommendations

Sandbridge residents packed 
Virginia Beach City Council 
chambers recently to plead their 
case for beach replenishment, but 
will have to wait a month for city 
council's decision. 

Residents had requested Coun- 
cil to adopt five resolutions, 
which would involve considerable 
city spending, as well as efforts 
by local officials to win state and 
federal support to finance beach 
replenishment at Sandbridge. 

Among the resolutions was one 
for the immediate appropriation 
of a minimum of $2.5 million for 
emergency beach replenishment 
at Sandbridge. 

The resolutions were deferred 
to Oct. 27, when the city expects 
to have the recommendations of 
the Coastal Study Committee and 
the review and recommendations 
of the city staff. 

At the request of Councilman 
John Moss. City Manager 
Thomas H. Muehlenbeck was in- 
structed to bring back the finan- 
cial implications of the 
resolutions for the city. 

Helen McDonald, secretary of 
the Sandbridge Beach 
Restoration Association, told 
Council that the community has 
waited three years for a sohition 
to the problem and doesn't want 
to wait any longer. She said the 
group would prefer another 
night meeting. 

In the resolutions proposed, 
Virginia Beach City Council: 

•Requests the General Assem- 
Uy to oiact legislation causing the 
state to co-sponsor and cost- 
share with the city sand 
replenishmrat of the entire Atlan- 
tic shoreline of the city, including 
Sandbridge Beach. 

•Request an amendment to the 
Code of Virginia to allow the 
establishment of an Erosion Con- 
trol Line for the purpose of a 
beach erosion control and 
hurricane protection project, and 
the development and enhan- 
cement of public beach on all of 
the Atlantic shoreline. The 
resolution also requests the 
General Assembly to include on 
the list of public beaches the 
Atlantic shoreline from the U.S. 
Naval Fleet Combat Training 
Center at Dam Neck to Little 
Island Park. 

•Request the Board of 
EagineCTS for lUvws and Harbors 
and the Chief of Engineers of the 
U.S. Army Corps of Enginwrs to 
reconsider their decision and 
allow time for public rraponse to 
changes made to the Corps' 
Report that were not covered un- 
d« a public notia. Also, the 
resolution calls for the city staff 
to actively participate and assist 
in obtaining a positive recora- 
imndation from the corps. Also, 
Congressional authorization of 
beach erosion control and 
hurricane protection for the en- 
tire Atlantic shoreline, including 
Sandbridge, should be a top 
priority of the city. 
•Appropriates a minimum of 



$2.5 million for beach replenish- 
ment at Sandbridge as an 
emergency declaration either 
solely or in conjunction with 
federal or state projects. 

•Requests that all of the 
beaches of Virginia Beach, in- 
cluding Sandbridge, be declared 
by the Corps of Engineers as 
disposal sites for the beach 
quality sand from the deepening 
and dredging of the Norfolk 
Harbor and channels and that 
such distribution is on an 
equitable basis. Also, the city is 
to request the governor to make 
the saroe request and to have the 
Commonwealth cpst share 
equally with the city for the in- 
creased costs. 

Princess Anne Borough Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan, who 
sponsored the Sandbridge 
delegation, said that unless 
Council takes some action, 
"we'll be seeing more 
bulkheads." 

Several hojnepwners on the 
beachfront at Sandbridge were 
given permission by the General 
Assembly to erect bulkheads on 
their property. The local Wetlan- 
ds Board had opposed the con- 
struction of the bulkheads, con- 
tendig that fixed structures tend 
to accelerate erosion 

Robert Cromwell, attorney 
representing the Beach 
Restoration Association, a non- 



profit organization with 1,200 
members, said that the 
organization has raised $150,000 
to gather information supporting 
the economic feasibility of sand 
replenishment at Sandbridge. 

He said that Sandbridge con- 
tains 1,450 lots, of which 1,100 
are built on and have 500 year- 
round residents. He said that the 
trend toward year-round residen- 
ts is increasing. 

Residential and business im- 
provements at Sandbridge total 
$300 million, the community has 
two public parks and 120 public 
access points, 60 leading directly 
to thie beach md 60 providing ac- 
cess to the beach from other areas 
of the community, according to 
Cromwell. 

The lots are measured to a 
designated point, beyond which 
is a public beach, but he said, 
some of the beach no longer 
exists and the ocean has moved 



into platted lots. 

The Sandbridge beaches, he 
said, constitute slightly less than 
half of the ocean frontage of 
Virginia Beach, taking in the area 
from False Cape Park to Dam 
Neck. 

He said the only alternatives 
for the people are to abandon 
their property, to build 
bulkheads, which are environ- 
mentally counter-productive, or 
beach replenishment. 

McDonald maintained that 
other states are taking a larger 
role in beach replenishment. She 
pointed p«t that what happens in 
one j^^ aTea affects; another 

She taid that the Federal 
Government understands that it 
needs to protect its own beach 
property. 

She said that in beach 
replenishment programs, the 
federal share has been 70 percent 



with the city and state splitting 
the other portion. However, she 
said, Congress has indicated it 
would like to drop back to a 50 
percent share. 

She asked that council not 
delay action beyond the next 
session of the General Assembly. 

She said that of the 1,400 
property owners at Sandbridge, 
only 238 own oceanfront proper- 
ty, but all use the beach. She said 
that 600 rental houses generate 
lodging and meal taxes and the 
tenants spend substantial amoun- 
ts in the area. 

She said that the city wiU lose 
this tax base if the homes we \(M.

began preparing capital improve- 
ment programs. 

Pay-as-you-go financing- 
financing capital projects with 
current revenues— amounts to 
$18.2 million. 

The budget's success depends 
heavily on the success of three 
bond referenda coming up on 
Nov. 4 for schools, $32.3 million; 
for roads, $40 million, and for 
the Great Neck Community Cen- 
ter. $9.5 million. 
To finance the bond issue, 
citizens face real estate tax in- 
creases of 3.7 cents for the school 
bonds; S cents for the road bond 
issue and pay-as-you-go road 
financing combined, and one 
penny for the community center. 

Councilman John Peffy said 
he would request the inclusion in 
the budget of community center, 
for Bayside and for the Princess 
Anne area. He said he would ask 
to have the projects inducted in a , 
referendum. ^ 

He said he would like to have 
Bayside in the CIP for 1989. 

Councilman Harold 
Heischober said that he agreed 
with Perry about Bayside. He 
said the city had a site for the 
project back in 1974-75 and it 
was hard to explain to the public 
why the project was no longer in 
the budget. 

Heischober, who said he sup- 
ported the budget, asked Council 
to exercise caution in using pay- 
as-you-go financing. He said this 
is a "great philosophical change 
the Council has made," but that 
financing 'capital projects out of 
the operating budget is not my 
kind of methodology." Some- 
times, he said, it is better for the 
city to go into debt. He said that 
comparing one year of pay-as- 
you-go to one year of debt does 
not tell the whole story. 

He said he understood, 
however, that when charter bon- 
ds are all used up the only place 
to go is to referendum. Council 
may not want to put some items 
on referendum aiid th«|t leaves 
pay-as-you-go. • "-^ * 

The policy expressed in the 
CIP is to give priority for charter 
funding for the "most essential"

piiblic safety. Other categories 
induded in charter funding are 
smaller projects of under $2 
million. 

The CIP funding is expected to 
reduce and eliminate the existing 
backlog in roads in ten years and 
schools in dght years, and to 
reduce the backlog of fire and 
police facility needs over a five to 
eight-year period. 

Engineering and highways take 
a giant share of the budget. $256 
million or 56.5 percent of the 
general improvements total. 
Schools are next with $142.6 
million or 31.4 percent of the 
total. 

Allocated for buildings are 
$35.8 million and for Parks and 
Recreation, $19 million. 

Public Utilties has the greatest 
share, $283.5 million with $194.3 
million earmarked fw the Lake 
Gaston water resource project. 

The budget provides for con- 
struction of 12 schools with a 
capacity for 15,490 students, 
relieving overcrowding while ac- 
commodating 2,000 additional 
students a year for the next few 
years. In addition to the 1986 
referendum, the budget envisions 
a school referendum in 1989 of 
$33.9 million. 

A total of $153.7 million is 
proposed in the school budget 
over the first five-year period, in- 
cluding the $40 million referen- 
dum. In the second five years, 
continuation of the established 
policy would provide adequate 
funds for the backlog program, 
according to City Manager 
Thomas M. Muehlenbeck in his 
budget message. 

In addition to the future school 
referendum, other referenda 
proposed are for resort area im- 
provements in 1988-89 and 
posibly, for the Juvenile Court 
facility, which presently falls into 



the unfunded category. 

Within the first five years, 12 
miles of free-standing bikeways, 
all on a pay-as-you go basis, will 
be constructed. 

Muehlenbeck also recommends 
in his budget the acquisition of 
land for neighborhood parks. 

Muehlenbeck describes his 
budget as "ambitious and yet 
very prudent." 

E. D. Block, assistant city 
manager for analysis and 
evaluation, presented the budget. 

Hdschober pointed out ttiat 
one cent in the real estate tax 
generates $1.2 million or suppor- 
ts $1 1 to $12 million in debt. 

Among the projects in the 
budget:

Springs, $881,312. 

A new second Police Precinct- 
$3,869,277, with $379,076 
allocated during the first five 
years. 

Councilman John Moss 
remarked on the "great job the 
staff has done" in preparing the 
budget and said he hoped the 
public would take Hie time to 
study it. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones said 
that Perry's request on the com- 
munity centers has had con- 
siderable sentiment on Council.

Special lanes designated for Route 44 



ConUnoed from page 1 
and 3 p.m. to 6 p.m. for east- 
bound traffic. The remainder of 
the day, the HOV-3 lanes are 
open to general traffic. 

The HOV program will be ex- 
tended on Route 44 in December 
four miles eastward from the Toll 
Plaza to Laskin Road. At that 
time, special toll lanes at the Toll 
Plaza will be designated for HOV 
traffic. Route 44 will then be four 
lanes wide in each direction from 
1-64 to Laskin Road. 

Although in quite broad use 
throughout the country, HOV 
will be making its first appearan- 
ce for traffic lanes in eastern 
Virginia with its application on 
Route 44. 

This is the prelude to the in- 
troduction several years hence of 
a much more elaborate HOV 
operation which will include the 
section of 1-64 from its inter- 
section with 1-564 to Route 44, 
and 1-64 from Indian River Road 
west to Route 44. 

HOV is pretty much a way of 
life in Northern Virginia where it 
has been in use for more than 
twelve years, with the concept 



being extended to include 1-66 
last year. 

The HOV traffic mode was 
developed as a means of 
alleviating traffic congestion on 
heavily traveled highways, par- 
ticularly those serving as high 
volume commuter routes. 

The concept is designed to en- 
courage ride-sharing in 
automobiles and use of vehicles 
with greater occupancy 
capacities, such as vans and 
buses, in transporting people to 
work places or other 
destinations. 

Those meeting the HOV 
requirements should be able to 
reach their destinations more 
rapidly using the lanes and the 
general flow of traffic should be 
improved as a result of a reduced 
number of vehicles on the road at 
the time. 

The HOV configuration will be 
in effect only from Monday 
through Friday, and will be open 
to general traffic on weekends 
and holidays. 

The new traffic lanes are 
located in the median of Route 44 
from Newtown Road to Laskin 



Road, and four new toll lanes are 
being added at the Toll Plaza. 

A comprehensive signing 
program advises motorists of the 
HOV-3 operating times, limits on 
use of the lanes and the beginning 
and end points of enforcement. 
State Police will enforce com- 
pliance with HOV requirements. 

Route 44, one of the State's 
high traffic volume highways, 
has an average daily fiow at the 
Toll Plaza of approximately 
85,000 vehicles. Its high traffic 
count in a single day was set 
August 15 this year, when 
105,157 vehicles passed through 
the plaza. 

At other points along the Ex- 
pressway, traffic is considerably 
heavier than at the Toll Plaza. 
Between Witchduck Road and I- 
64, average daily traffic totals 
approximately 110,000 vehicles. 
Overall, more than 130^000 
vehicles use the toll road a day. 

Route 44 also has one of the 
lower vehicle occupancy rates of 
highways in the State, with an oc- 
cupancy rate of 1.16 in the area 
of Witchduck Road during the 
morning rush iiours.

Virgima Beach economy 
showing expansion

The Virginia Beach economy 
is growing, according to city 
experts. 

"I think we have a healthy 
economy," Mayor Robert 
Jones said. 

Hugh Keogh, president of 
Forward Hampton Roads, the 
economic arm of the Hampton 
Roads Chamber of Commerce, 
and James De Bellis, director of 
the city's Economic Develop- 
ment Department, agree that 
there are two major areas of 
growth. 

Keogh said one area is in ser- 
vice-oriented business and in- 
dustry, especially defense and 
high-tech industry. He said 
services for businesses, such as 
accountants, lawyers, and 
computer software companies 
are also expanding. 

De Bellis said construction is 
the second major area of 
growth. He said Virginia Beach 
is probably leading Hampton. 
Roads in the amount of con- 
struction in the area. 

Both Keogh and De Bellis see 
heavy industry declining, a 
trend reflected throughout the 
nation. 

One of the city's strongest 
points, according to Keogh, is 
the city's "available and 
sophisticated labor force." He 



said part of that work force in- 
cludes women available for 
work at competitive wages. 

Jones agrees that the work 
force is one of the city's 
economic strengths. He said 
there is a strong work ethic in 
Virginia Beach and the 
"dedication of workers is ex- 
traordinarlyhigh." 

De Bellis said Virginia Beach 
currently has an unemployment 
rate of 2 percent, the lowest in 
'he state. 

Jones said another strength is 

the favorable climate. 

Perhaps the weakest link in 
the city's economic chain is 
traffic and the road system, ac- 
cording to both Keogh and De 
Bellis. Both said the city needs 
better transportation networks. 

Keogh said the city also needs 
to develop more industrial 
parks to attract new industries. 
Jones said the city needs to 
balance dependence on Navy 
dollars with more tax dollars 
coming in from industry. 

''^ think if we had a broader 
mix, it would help the Beach," 
Jones said. 

De Bellis said Virginia Beach 
also needs to gain "water in- 
dependence" through the Lake 
Gaston pipeline. ".\ll of us 
have to support what is being 
done with Lake Gaston," he 
Continued on page 25

Home sales across Virginia 
continue at the hottest rate in 
nearly a decade. One thing is 
clear this year: if you're in 
residential real estate, you're 
part of something BIG. 

Home sales today are a 
prominent, driving force in the 
economy of our state and 
nation-particularly in Virginia, 
which is currently one of the 
five most active residential 
markets in the nation. 

The Virginia Association of 
Realtors' monthly housing sur- 
vey for July, just released, 
showed state home sales were 
up over 1985 for the seventh 
straight month-although only 
by 3 percent, compared to in- 
creases varying from 20 percent 
to 77 percent from January 
through June. Overall Virginia 
home sales through July are still 
up 32 percent over last year.

Home sales dollars 

If today's low mortgage rates 
persist in the 10 to 11 percent 
range into the fall, and it ap- 
pears that the Federal Reserve 
Board and others are deter- 
mined to generally keep interest 
rates down, our association 
estimates that residential tran- 
sactions handled by our mem- 
bers in 1986 will have a 
minimum economic impact of 
$3.5 billion in our state's 
economy. 

This estimate is based on 
sales activity reported to VAR 
by local multiple listing services 
statewide and regularly 
published in our survey. 



Nationwide, the National 
Association of Realtors 
estimates that residential home 
sales will have an economic im- 
pact of $202 billion in 1986. 

The $3.5 biUion-plus impact 
of home sales in Virginia 
represents roughly 3 percent of 
the state's gross product. 
Although this may seem like a 
small figure to some, it is very 
significant. 

For instance, the Tayloe 
Murphy Institute at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, the major 
source of information on this 
subject, says that in 1984 the 
mining and farming industries- 
pillars of Virginia's economy- 
each were responsible for less 
than 2 percent of the gross state 
product. 

Measuring the impact 

Our estimate of economic 



impact includes the construc- 
tion costs on a new honie,„ 
various related expenditures 
prior to and at the time of sale, 
lenders' fees, related expen- 
ditures immediately following 
the sale, and the extended 
economic "trickle-through" ef- 
fect. 

The average total economic 
impact of a transaction in- 
volving a new home is estimated 
by the research division of our 
national association to be 
$1 12,617. For an existing home, 
the impact is estimated to be 
$18,620. 

Record realtor sales 

This will probably be the best 
year in a decade for Virginia's 
housing industry. Not only 
were home sales for the first 
seven months of 1986 up 32 





percent over sales for this 
period last year, but for the first 
time since we*ve kept statewide 
figures, every area of the state is 
reporting sales increases over 
the previous year. 

Our estimate of a $3.5 billion 
impact on Virginia's economy 
is derived from a projected 
year-end count from the 
multiple listing services showing 
only a 25 percent increase in 
state home sales, totaling 
85,079 for all of 1986. 

Of course, this projected 
1986 iilcrease is well under the 
rate of increase through July, 
;and we expect the year-end in- 
crease to easily exceed 25 per- 
cent. 

Total home sales' impact

nuurketplace, that these figures 
. derived from MLS-recorded 
statistics are conservative 
because all of the Virginia 
residential sales handled by 
realtors are not recorded in 
multiple listing systems and all 
the homes sold are not brokered 
by realtors. 

Our association's best 
estimate is that IS percent of 
Virginia's residential transac- 
tions are handled by our mem- 
bers but not reported by the 
multiple listing services. 

It is also estimated that 
another 10 percent of the total 
home purchases in Virginia are 
not handled by realtors but by 
non-realtor licensees, usually 
part-time salespersons, owners 



and developers. 

We believe it is likely that 
113,433 single-family 4wdlings 
will be sold in Virginia this 
year-with a tesulting $4.6 
billion economic impact.

- Th**' Virginia Beaeh Fire 
Department, with a budget of 
$13 miHion, operates 16 com- 
panies which provide fire and 
rescue services to the citizens of 
Virginia Beach. There are 332 
employees comprising the four 
divisions of the department. 

These divisions are: 
Administration 

The purpose of the Fire Ad- 
ministration Division is to 
provide executive direction and 
leadership to the department 
and volunteer system. Staff 
support is provided in the areas 
of finance, personnel, logistics 
and planning. Included in the 
division's programs are: 
Personnel Services 

This program covers all ser- 
vi ces pr ovided to address the 
human resource needs of the 
department. Included in these 
are employee relations, ap- 
plicant processing, promotion, 
and maintenance of employee 
records. 

Logistical Services 

This program includes those 
services provided to support the 
line . operation of the depar- 
tment through the acquisition 
and delivery of supplies, 
provision of maintenance sup- 
port and maintenance of depar- 
tment supply inventory. 

Clerical and Staff Support 

Included in this program are 
all clerical services provided to 
support staff functions such as 
maintenance of employee 
records, preparation of depar- 
tment payroll, financial 
processing and fire report 
management.

said. 

Still another problem is high 
land values in the city, accor- 
ding to Keogh. He said, 
however, that the Virginia 
Beach Imlustrial Authority is 
trying to get a grip on the 
problem. 

Jones said he sees the current 
downzoning measure-passed by 
' city council to zone all land 
south of the Green Line as 
agricultural-as a way of dealing 
with transportation and land 
development problems in the 
north. 

He said downzoning will 
allow the city to catch up on "a 
backlog of needs," including 
work needed on roads. 

In the future, Keogh said 
- more growtfr is in si ght, 
especially in small- and 
medium-sized companies. 
Along with this, according to 
De Bellis, there will be growth 
in shopping centers and depar- 
tment stores. 

He said there will be some 
"recycling," where companies 
who are expanding move out of 
office space, allowing another 
small company to move in. 

In addition, De Bellis said his 
department is working on 
bringing in foreign clients by 
enhancing the area's ports.

On July 4, the world watched 
as the United States mounted 
the biggest anniversary party of 
our history. An estimated 100 
million Americans were tuned 
in to see the Independence Day 
celebration for the Statue of 
Liberty and Ellis Island.

The Planters Peanut Com- 
pany traces its roots back to the 
late 1800s when Amedeo Obici, 
a young Italian immigrant, 
started out with a 100-pound 
bag of peanuts and a home- 
made roaster in Scranton, Pa. 

By 1906, Obici had moved to 
Wilkes-Barre, where he went 
into partnership with future 
brother-in-law Mario Peruzzi 
and rented a small factory and 
dubbed the firm Planters Pea- 
nut Co. 

In 1912 Obici journeyed to 
Suffolk, Va., where he was 
buying peanuts and formulated 



plans for a peanut processing 
plant. That plant opened up ir 
1913 on a S25,000 loan. 

The Suffolk holdings expan- 
ded to 36 buildings over 38 
acres over the next few deca-j 
des. New plants were opened 
in Toronto, Canada and Sari 
Francisco. 

On his death in 1947, Obici' 
was succeeded by partner Peru- 
zzi. In 1960 Standard Brands 
brought Planters Peanuts. 

Nabisco and Standard Brands 
merged in 1981 and the result is 
now known as Nabisco Brands, 
Inc.

self-sufficient again or until 
regular public assistance is 
available. 

The network helps see that 
far fewer people suffer while 
financial eliglbUity is 
established. 

The community resource 
system network is a mutually 
beneficial effort. The federal 
government cutbacks ac- 
celerated and the need for tem- 
porary assistance grew. The 
churches, historically regarded 
as havens by those in need, 
began to see not only an in- 
crease in the numbers of in- 



dividuals seeking help, but a 
noticeable increase in repeat 
clientele. 

The churches required a 
coordination and screening 
process while the city agency 
needed a relief valve. The 
community resource system 
provided swift, temporary 
relief. 

Since churches prefer to help 
members of their own com- 
munity, duty churches were 
established by zip codes on a 
rotating basis. Additionally, 
this schedule provided chur- 
ches an opportunity to 
replenish food closets and 



recruit funds for rent before the 
next scheduled week of duty. 

Receiving referrals from the 
Department of Social Services 
or screening calls with the 
department that comes directly 
to the church prevented 
repeaters or abusers. This net- 
working between churches and 
agency has proved to be in- 
valuable. 

During fiscal year 1985-86, 
2,265 familes were helped 
through Community Resource 
System, valued at $111,700. 
Additionally, in December 
1985, 1,105 families were 
helped through Holiday Project 



(gifts and food), valued at 
$70,500. 

Emergency shelter for families 
(&imaritan House) 

Public funding for programs 
to provide emergency shelter 
began to diminsh in the late 
1970's. Churches provided 
most of the services available by 
placing families in low cost 
hotels without the support ser- 
vices needed by people in crisis. 

The Department of Social 
Services recognized the need 
to change its role form ex- 
clusively a direct service provider 
to a facilitator ot community 
responses. This change led to 



the formation of a "community 
resource steering committee" 
composed of representatives 
from each religious 
denomination. 

The committee, armed with 
data from a survey, formed a 
non-profit corporation called 
Virginia Beach Ecumenical 
Housing, Inc. and began to ex- 
pand its linkages with the chur- 
ches and the I>epartment of 
Housing and Community 
Development. 

The goals established by ihe 
corporation were to provide 
emergency shelter for families

Three years ago, Denise Win- 
field was an unemptoyed,' single 
parent trying to raise her young 
son with the help of Aid to 
Dependent Children. Without 
proper job skills, Denise's 
future didn't show much chan- 
ce for improvement. 

But today, with the help of 
the Work Experience Program, 
Denise is a full time clerk typist 
in the file room at the Depar- 
tment of Social Services, and 
her future is a lot brighter. 

The Work Experience 

Program is one activity of the 

Employment Services Program. 

According to Nancy Hinch,

Denise found herself looking 
for a job when her son, 
Jonathan, was old enough to 
attend school. 

"I hadn't worked for about 
eight years," she explained, 
"and I found it hard interacting 
with other people." She won- 
dered how she'd be accepted in 
an office and was hesitant to 
start the job search. 
' After she completed the ap- 
plication and interview 
procedures, Denise was placed 
in the file room in the Em- 
ployment Services Program, 
according to Betty Barnes, 
clerical supervisor for the 
department. 

"Denise was very shy when 
she came to us," said Barnes. 
"But she picked up amazingly 



well." They gave her many op- 
portunities to improve her 
t^ing and before long she had = 
moved into a full time tem- 
porary position in the Fuel 
Assistance Program performing 
basic typing, filing and some 
receptionist work.

Results from Virginia's first 
survey of small businesses were 
released recently by Price 
Waterhouse of Richmond, the 
State Chamber of Commerce 
and the Richmond District Of- 
fice of the U.S. Small Business 
Administration. 

Robert H. Waldruff, Direc- 
for Entrepeneurial Services, 
Price Waterhouse of Richmond 
said questionaires were sent to 
8,000 Virginia*firms, with more 
than 12.5 percent responding. 

Waldruff said "it is the 
highest return ratio of any small 

Developed to obtain insight 
on business performance during 
1986, and designed to measure 
how business owners view their 
present small business en- 
vironment, the overall con- 
clusions by business operations 
were noticeably optimistic. 

Sixty-three percent of all 
respondents indicated their 
overall financial results for the 
first half of this year were 
above the same period last year, 
and 53 percent believed the 
second half of 1986 would im- 
prove beyond present levels. 

The major concern of those 
businesses responding was in 
the area of increased cost, 
associated with maintaining 
liability ins#''ance coverage, 
with 69 percent reporting higher 
costs and 4 percent reporting 
insurance cancellation.

Waterhouse (who conducts 
such surveys nationwide) has 
ever received." 

Catherine S. Marschall, 
District Director of the Rich- 
mond Office of the U.S. Small 
Business Administration, 
viewed the survey as an "in- 
dicator of areas where small 
businesses in Virginia were per- 
forming admirably, and also as 
a source of insight for areas 
where further work is 
needed— by both the gover- 
nment and private sector— to 
make the Commonwealth more 
competitive with other states." 

One particular concern of 
Marschall's was in the area of 
exporting. She noted that only 
6 percent of the businesses 
reported they were currently 
selling their products abroad, 
whereas 17 percent expressed an 
interest in entering the export 
field. 

"By providing training and 
informing Virginia companies 
on how to export and providing 
knowledge about the exporting 
process to those businesses in- 
terested in entering this 
market," she said, "both 
government and private in- 
dustry can assist small 
businesses in increasing the 
amount of Virginia products 
shipped overseas and thereby 
lead to the reduction of the 
currci.t trade deficit."

New design central

br i^ponse to pressure on the 
Qty's libraries, Virginia Beach 
commissioned The Design 
Collaborative to design a 95,000 
square foot Central Library em- 
phasizing flexibility, efficiency, 
economy and value. 

The Central Library is organ- 
ized into 3 functional zones and 2 
floors. Areas for the public library 
services were designed as 
predominantly open-plan spaces 
located on the ground floor and 
on a mezzanine which overlooks 
the main information desk. Tliis 
open planning allows for 
maximum flexibility in arranging 
the furniture and equipment, 
makes the library services more 
visible and accessible, and allows 
full service operations with a 
smaller staff. Meeting rooms and 
a 250 seat auditorium occupy a 
separate wing which can be eflec- 
tively used whether or not the 
main library is open. Ad- 
ministrative offices and support 
services are grouped around two 
courtyards in a 2 story wing at the 
rear. 

The Central Library has beoi 
designed for optimum energy ef- 
ficiency to reduce operating costs. 
Computer analysis of prdiminary 
buikUng design alternatives con- 
firmed that the major en^gy costs 
will be for lighting and air con- 
ditioning. Lighting was predicted 
to acccount for 35 percent of the 
building's annual energy use with 
air conditioning at 42 percent. 

Responding to these specific 
energy loads, the building's ar- 
chitectural features, lighting and 
HVAC systems have been 
carefully designed to use natural 
dajdighting and to reduce cooling 
loads. 

llie Library's unique shape is 
directly expressive of the 
JHiilding'$ orientation toward the 
sun. Designing the building to 



collect natural daylight reducer 
lighting energy costs significantly 
and creates a cheerful, light in- 
terior especially suitable for a 
library. The building plan is 
elongated on the east-west axis to 
maximize the amount of south- 
fading windows. The stepped roof 
creates ribbons of clerestory win- 
dows which bring daylight to in- 
terior spaces far from the outside 
walls. Two courtyards create 
light-wells providing natural light, 
views, and natural ventilation to 
rooms which otherwise would be 
interior spaces. 

Special efforts have been 
made to assure that the natural 
daylighting does not create 
problems such as excessive con- 
trasts and glare. Ceiling hung 
acoustical baffles are located 
under all the clerestory win- 
dows to intersect and reflect 
beams of daylight. This creates 
an indirectly daylighted en- 
vironment designed for visual 
comfort and efficiency. For in- 
creased savings the electrical 
lights in these areas are 
automatically dimmed in 
response to the amount of 
daylight present. 

Several energy-efficient 
design strategies have been in- 
cluded in the project to reduce 
air conditioning costs. The 
most visible of these features 
are the roof overhangs which 
shade the windows during hot 
summer months. The size and 
shape of thse overhangs have 
been carefully calculated to 
admit more direct light and 
solar heat during the cold win- 
ter months. Other cooling-load 
reduction features include a 
reflective white roof, high levels 
of insulation, a floor plan 
which eliminates all east and 
west-f4tcing windows, and 
special glass that admits more

visible light and less solar heat. 

The Central Library's 
opening day collecdon will be 
150,000 books and media, with 
a planned future capacity of 
400,000 items. Library EMrec- 
tor, Martha J. Sims' belief that 
books may not be the dominant 
libary materials in coming years 
is representative of the Library 
Department's commitment to 
planning for the future. 
Therefore, the building 
program stressed the need for a 
flexible library which can 
readily adapt to technological 
and functional changes. 

All aspects of the building 
were examined to identify op- 
portunities to build-in adap- 
tability to future needs. An ex- 
tensive system of in-floor 
raceways allows easy 
relocation of electrical and 
communication equipment. 
The number of structural 
columns and- — walls was 
minimized.

Selecting child 
center stressful 



*^ew parental decisions provoke 
the anxiety and stress which ac- 
company the task of selecting a 
quality child care center. A few 
guidelines will help Virginia 
Beach parents pick the right cen- 
ter for their children. 

Ground rules 

Parents should consider using 
a comparison-shopping approach 
to help find the best possible 
child care center in their com- 
munity. Each center to be 
evaluated should be personally 
visited and toured to observe 
operational policies and staff- 
child interactions. 

The following checklist, which 
covers major areas of concern, 
should be used by parents during 
each visit. Many of the questions 
on this checklist should be an- 
swered directly by each center 
director, who should willingly 
supply all requested information. 
Other checklist questions can be 
answered through direct obser- 
vation. 

Child care checklist 

General Policies: 

•Is the center licensed by the 
state or some other agency? 

• Are the center's operating 
policies, including information 
on fees, hours of operation, and 
discipline procedures readily 
available? 



•Does the center have an 
"open door" policy which allows 
parents to visit at any time? 

• Does the center have daily 
procedure for sharing the child's 
progress with parents? 



Safety Precautions: 

• Are there an adequate num- 
ber of functional smoke detectors 
and fire extinguishers? 

• Are staff members well- 
trained in dealing with emergency 

— sittiations? Is^^here ari emergency 
i^t plan? 

•Are all harmful substances 
kept locked up and out of reach 
of youngsters? 

• Are safety restraints and car 
seats used when children are 
being transported? 

•Is there a system for contact- 
ing parents in the event of an 
emergency? 



General Observations: 

• Does the staff-child ratio 
comply with state standards? 



•Does the center Have suf- 
ficiently large and well-equipped 
rooms? Things to look for in- 
clude a wide range of educational 
and recreational materials, such 
as toys, records, books, and art, 
nature and science projects on 
display. 

•Are the center's furnishings 
child-oriented? 

•Is there an outdoor play area? 
Is it safe and well-constructed? 

•Are there open areas that 
permit children a free choice to 
engage in a variety of activities? 

Staff: 

•Do teachers and other staff 
members appear enthusiastic and 
affectionate when relating with 
the children? 

•Are teachers and staff mem- 
bers experienced in early 
childhood education? 

•How do the children relate to 
their teachers? Do they appear 
relaxed? Are they enjoying 
themselves? 

•Does the center have an 
ongoing program for teacher 
development? 

Nutrition and Health: 

•Are staff members qualified 
in first-aid procedures including 
CPR? 

•Are all accidents and illnesses 
routinely reported to parents? 

•Are weekly menus posted? 
(Ask to see.) 

• Are nutritious snacks served 
in place of candy and soft drings? 

• Does the center enforce strict 
hygiene rules for staff members, 
such as washing hands after 
diaper handling ? 

Evaluating results 

Parents should recognize that 
no center is likely to possess every 
QesiraDie attrioute on tins , or i 
any, comprehensive checklist. , 
Also, it must be noted that most 
good child care centers do offer 
similar features such as a safe and 
secure environment, transpor- 
tation, hot meals and nutritious I 
snacks, appropriate teacher-child 
ratios, clean and modern 
facilities and state licensing. 

The difference in centers is one 
of attitude, which can be judged 
only by personal observation. 
A good child care center should 
radiate an attitude of caring 
which helps to stimulate a child's 
social, emotional, intellectual 
and physical growth.

Office of Resort Programs - 

This office is responsible for 
administering capital improve- 
ments at the oceanfront 
through coordinated efforts 
with city staff, designers and 
contractors. 

This office further serves the 
needs of the business sector, 
visitors and citizens in iden- 
tifying and initiating main- 
tenance requirements that 
guard public safety, health, and 
welfare at the oceanfront. 

This office also provides the 
logistic and staff support 
required to assist the Resort 
Area Advisory Commission in 
developing solutions for the 
revitalization of the resort area. 
Citizens Services & Concerns 
- The City Manager's office 
responds to citizen requests for 
service and citizen concerns. It 
ensures that citizens receive the 
services to which they are en- 
titled by coordinating these 
requests for service and concer- 
ns with the appropriate city 
departments. 

General registrar - The Office 
of General Registration is a 
combination state and city of- 
fice, which provides an ac- 
cessible means by which 
residents can register and vote. 
It maintains the registration 
records and makes appropriate 
changes in the records, as 
required by law. 

This office certifies the list of 
election districts, notifies voters 
of their voting locations, 
facilitates any changes in these 
polling locations, reviews can- 
didates petitions, supervises 
satellite registration offices and 
conducts special voter 
registration drivers, as 
requested. 

Boards and Commission 
Citizen participation in 
government' is encouraged, as 
ev idenced iiy^he nu mber of 



citizen Boards and Com- 
missions which advise city 
council. Each board and com- 
mission is composed of citizens 
appointed for a specific term. 

Any citizen desiring to be 
considered for such a position 
may complete a confidential 
resume which will be kept on 
file in th City Clerk's Office. 

Resume forms and a list of 
Boards and Commissions may 
be obtained at the Clerk's Of- 
fice in Room 281 of the City 
Hall Building at the Municipal 
Center or by calling 427-4303. 

Courts 

Virginia Beach is in the Second 

Judicial Circuit of Virginia. 



There are three categories of the 
judicial system, which include 
the Cifculr Court, General 
District Court and the Juvenile 
and Domestic Relations Court. 
Circuit Court - The Circuit 
Court is the city's only court of 
record with jurisdiction in caises 
involving criminal law, civil law 
and chancelry. 

The Circuit Court has final 
authority in the affairs of all 
other courts. There are six Cir- 
cuit Court judges, each appoin- 
ted to an eignt-year term by the 
General Assembly. 

General District Court - The 
General District Court is not a 
court of record. It has jurisdic- 
tion in cases involving 
misdemeanors, violations of 
city ordinances, minor civil 
suits and preliminary hearings 
in felony cases. 

The Traffic Division hears all 
cases involving traffic 
violations. In some civil suits, 
the General District Court 
shares jurisdiction with the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

There are three full-time 
judges, appointed to six-year 
terms by the General Assembly. 
One judge serves the Civil 
Division, one the Criminal 
Division and one the Traffic 
Division. Substitute judges are 
appointed by the Judges of the 
Circuit Court. 

Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations District Court - The 
Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations District Court has 
jurisdiction in home cases 
related to domestic problems, 
including child custody and 
child support awards, and over 
all cases involving persons un- 
der 18 years of age. 
Proceedings are open unless the 
defendant does not desire for it 
to be a public hearing. 

There are three full-time 
judges appointed to six-year 
terms by the General Assembly. 
Substitute judges are appointed 
by the judges of the Circuit 
Court. All courts and suppor- 
ting offices are located in the 
Virginia Beach Municipal Cen-

Constitutional Officers 

Constituional Officers are 
those officials, other than city 
council, that are elected by the 
voters of Virginia Beach to 
uphold the law and protect the 
interest of the Commonwealth 
of Virginia. 

Constitutional officers arc 
autonomous. Their offices are 
supported financially by both 
the city and the state. 

Constitutional Officers are 
elected every four years, except 
for the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, who serves an eight-year 
term.

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Stihl : history of dliain saw giant recounted 



Stihl Incorporated, one of 
Virginia Beach's largest private 
employers, is celebrating the 
60th anniversary of Andreas 
Stihl, the West German parent 
company named for the foun- 
der. 

Located in Oceana West In- 
dustrial Park, Stihl Incor- 
porated is the only U.S. 
manufacturer of the world's 
largest-selling chain sawf 
During Stihl 's 12-year tenure in 
the city, the company has 
manufactured more than three 
million units— contributing 
greatly to the economic 
development of South Ham- 
pton Roads. 

Andreas Stihl is credited with 
inventing the chain saw as most 
people know it today. When 
the young engineer began his 
company in 1926, desiring to 
produce a lightweight, protable 
"tree felling machine," he 
never dreamed where his ideas 
would take him. 

Chain saw inventions 

Jacob Smith of Des Moines, 
Iowa, had built a saw in 1904 
which had to be driven 
manually by the aid of a crank 
handle. 

The following year, Ashland 
Iron Works in Oregon 
produced a similar saw, 
powered by compressed air. In 
1910, R.l. Muir of California 
built a saw which consisted of a 
chain cutting attachment with 
edges that traveled around a 
steel bar. 

Driven by a huge machine 
mounted on a cart, a crane had 
to be used to lift and lower the 



cutting bar. 

All of these[ experiments set 
the stage for the creation of the 
portable gasoline-powered saw. 

Three other people were in- 
strumental in producing what 
would become today's modern 
chain saw: an American named 
Charles Wolf, the Swedish 
engineer von Westfelt, and An- 
dreas Stihl. 

Wolf, an engineer and inven- 
tor, was one of the inventors of 
the submarine. He developed a 
reflned model electric saw that 
became the first chain-equipped 
woodcutting machine produced 
and sold in quantity. But it was 
still electric, and not portable 
for forest use. 

Von Westfelt was the first to 
operate a chain saw in the 
forest. A monster of a saw by 
modern standards, it still in- 
corporated new ideas. 

The chain was handmade, 
and links were connected by 
springs that hooked into holes. 
He continued to improve this 
saw, and it disappeared when 
Stihl saws appeared. 

Stlhl's philosophy 

During the 50th anniversary 
of Andreas Stihl in 1976, Eva 
Mayr-Stihl, executive vice- 
president of the Andreas Stihl 
company and daughter of An- 
dreas Stihl, said, "It was ob- 
vious to my father that there 
was no need to invent another 
machine for cutting trees-this 
had already been done by 
others. He felt it was more im- 
portant to develop a tool for the 
woodcutter, a motor-driven 
chain saw that would be 



reliable, portable and easy 
tohandre." 

Stihl faced strong opposition 
from loggers, who feared such a 
saw would replace them. They 
also were skeptical about such a 
venture. 

"Many thought such a 
rugged machine must be 
necessarily heavy in order to 
stand up to rough everyday 
use," Andreas Stihl once said. 
"They frowned upon trimming 
any weight." 

Stihrs InveatioBs 

Stihl's first saw in 1926 took 
two men to operate and weight 
140 pounds, but by 1936. Stihl 
saws were down to 47 pounds 
and the company had outgrown 
its first plant and had moved in- 
to larger facilities a few miles 
away. 

By the 1930s, Andreas Stihl 
had invented and developed 
most of the necessary features 
found on modern chain saws, 
such as automatic chain oiling 
and the centrifugal clutch. With 
the 1930s also came economic 
depression, and eventually, 
World War II. 

Stihl's factory was destroyed 
in the war, but the know-how 
of Stihl and his workers sur- 
vived. Exports resumed in 
1947. 

Stihl went on to showcase the 
first one-man saw, the Stihl BL, 
in 1950, and by 1956 had in- 
troduced the first truly light- 
weight saw, the Stihl BLK, 
marking the realization of a 30- 
year quest. 

When Andreas Stihl died in 
1973 at age 76, he held over 400 
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international patents and 200 
registered designs, all relattng 

»o chain saws. He lived to see 
his dream, started in a one-man 
workshop, produce nearly as 
many chain saws as any other 
company in the world. 
Funiiy continues tradition 

The company he founded 
passed into the hands of his 
sons and daughters: Hans- 
Peter Stihl, chief executive of- 
ficer, Eva Mayr-Stihl, executive 
vice-president, Dr. Rudiger 
Stihl, director of ctMporate 1^ 
affairs, and Gerhilde Schette, 
silent partner. 

Sixty years after the com- 
pany's beginning, Andreas 
Stihl's children, with Hans- 
Peter Stihl at the helm, are still 
managing the business and 
overseeing Stihl's manufac- 
turing plants and marketing 
subsidiaries in nine countries. 
History of Stihlinc. 

This legacy can also be felt at 
Stihl Incorporated. Stihl's first 
U.S. manufacturing operation 
began in leased facilities in 
Virginia Beach in 1974. The 
city was chosen for the 
manufacturing site because of 
its ideal port facilitiw and em- 



ployment base. 

A small group of employees 
produced one chain saw model, 
the Stihl 015. 

After considerable sales 
growth, Stihl held a groun- 
dbreaking ceremony for a new 
facility on a 45-acre wooded 
tract in Oceana West Industrial 
Park in 1977. The first phase of 
construction was the com- 
pletion of a 21,000-square-foot 
office complex and an 80,000- 
square-fodt manufacturing 
plant. By 1983, construction 
was complete on Manufac- 
turing Plant II. 

Today, Stihl Incorporated is 
the only manufacturing facility 
owned by a non-domestic chain 
saw company in the United 
States, serving 33 distributors 
nationwide.

Stihl's 1120 series— Models 
009, 01 1, 012, the popular Stihl 
028, and the BG-60AVE hand- 
held blower.

Henry Johnson, President of 
Henry Johnson Tire Centers 
and "Tire King" of Tidewater 
and his success in the tire 
business is due to personal 
customer satisfaction. 

Johnson's philosophy is to 
"Give the Customer the best 
service from the moment they 
enter the door until they leave." 

Percy Jackson, General 
Manager for the Centers, adds 
that the Company treats 
customers exactly as company 
employees would want to be 
treated. If a customer has a 
problem, "We take care of it, 
100 percent." 

Johnson owns 18 tire centers, 
14 in the Tidewater area, one in 
Petersburg and three in North 



Carolina, employing over 150 
people. The centers carry ^.F. 
Goodrich, Dunlop, Michelin, 
Uniroyal and a private brand 
made by General. 

In fact, for many years, 
Johnson said he only sold 
major brands. But he found 
there was a great demand for a 
budget tire, so he added Tire 
Brands to reach these 
customers. 

His goal is to "sell a quality 
tire at a good price." Johnson 
went into the tire business 
almost by accident. After 27 
years of service with Nu-Car 
Carriers, Inc., poor vision for- 
ced his retirement in 1972. 

During his employment, he 
took over the operation of a 
Texaco service station in the 
College Park area. He loaned 
friend $5,000.00 to operate the

Marshia Bailey, secretary 
with the Personnel Department, 
is just one of a thousand city 
employees who have felt com- 
pelled to take the four hour 
class in cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation during the past 
year. Her reason? 

"I was on my way to lunch 
and witnessed a man having a 
heart attack downstairs in the 
lobby. I didn't know how to 
help except I remembered a 
CPR class was being taught up- 
stairs at that very minute, and I 
told someone. Rescue people 
tried, but no one could save 
him. But I felt so helpless." 

Tliat experience was enough 
to motivate Manhia, who 
signed up for the CPR course, 
sponsored by the city and of- 
fered to all city employees. 
Now she is preparing to repeat 
the dass, to becisine re-ccrtified, 
as is required annually. 

Marshia is just one of many 
^vho havecome toTcaHa that 
victims cannot intentionally 
select a hospital emergency 
room in which to suffer heart or 
respiratory failure, any more 
than they can choose the time. 
To be able to sustain life until 
onergency medical technicians 
arrive for transport to a medical 
facility is the function of CPR. 
Obviously, the more people 
trained in CPR, the higher the 
percentage of success with 
r^ards to lives saved. 

Since the beginnmg of the 
program, over 5,000 employees 
have been certified and re- 
certified through the city's 
Safety Office, offering the

business for him. He couldn't 
make it successful, so Johnson, 
his wife, Violet, and his son-in- 



law, David F. Thompson, took 
it over part-time. After John- 
son retired, he ran the business 
full-time. 

In 1974, during the "gas 
war," Johnson said he realized 
he needed something else to 
keep the station going. He had 
been selling a few re-tread tires, 
so he decided to go into the tire 
business all the way. 

Since that time, Johnson has 
been adding about two stores a 
year to his growing business. In 
1985, he added six new centers. 
He said the company sales are 
growing monthly and fourty 
percent of the customers are 
women. 

This month, he is opening a 
new store in Hampton, and 
hopes to open another in 
Chesapeake in the near future.

aI Garrett, park supervisor 
at Munden Point Park, is just 
one of several whose CPR 
training has been heralded as a 
lifesaver. While off duty at the 
park, he and his family were en- 
joying an outing when he 
became aware of a man who 
had suffered cardiac arrest. By 
the time the Creeds Rescue 
Squad had arrived, the victim 
had been resuscitated. 

The classes taught at the Per- 
sonnel Development Center at 
City Hall and takes four hours. 
It is available to all city em- 
ployees with their supervisor's 
approval, which is necessary for 
obvious scheduling reasons. 

Class size is Umited to 20 and 
it is billed as "one-rescuer 
CPR." In other words, once 
the class is completed, the 
student should be qualified to 
^mdle^^»cue alone. T<^k 
covered are: mouth to mouth 
and mouth to nose 
resuscitation; what to do to 
relieve an obstructed airway, 
for conscious and unconscious 
victims; and health tips and risk 
factors are discussed at length. 

In practical application, each 
student learns CPR techniques 
with the aid of a blond haired 
life-sized manikin, complete 
with running shoes and jogging 
outfit. 

Resusci-Anne is not just a 
"store-bought dummy" but 
was anatomically produced so 
that when CPR procedures are 
implonented, she responds just 
like a victim of cardiac or 
resi»ratory arrest.
